On December 7, 1941, Japan declared war 
on the United States and England, with all 
the cunning and craftiness of a nation whose horoscope has Neptune 
rising.

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Ma: is the planet of initiative, the 
next in practical importance to the sun 
and moon. While the sun shows the basic 
drive in your life, and the moon reveals 
the environment you establish by your 
attitude towards people and things, Mars 
is your pacemaker, and it tells how you 
start things. 

Mars therefore, indicates the point in 
your horoscope at which your various ca- 
pacities and talents are most easily or 
effectively directed. Mars in the heavens, 
where it has a day by day, month by month, 
and year by year influence upon all people 
everywhere, shows the type of activity 
dominant in the world for the moment. 
Here is how the basic nature and direction 
of life’s simple activities may be charted. 
Mars is the indicator of force or unbridled 
impulse on the one hand, and of the in- 
telligent direction of effort on the other. 
Thus it rules war, exploitation and the 
roughshod attempts of some people to ride 
over the rights of others. It also shows the 
development of all expert skills. It es- 
pecially indicates the pioneer or exploring 
spirit by which man improves his lot, and 
by which the race as a whole grows, or 
moves on towards the fulfillment of its 
destiny. 

The year 1942, from a Mars point of 
view, is significant because the planet does 
not retrograde as in 1941 and 1943, indi- 
cating that general activity should move 
ahead more swiftly and on what might be 
termed a more straightaway course. More 
emphasis also results from the fact that, 
in traversing the zodiac from the end of 
Aries to the beginning of Sagittarius, it 
makes several major configurations of first 
importance. The first three are the con- 
junction with Saturn on February 22nd 
in Tauras 22°28’, the conjunction with 
Uranus on March Ist in Taurus 26°39’,

and the conjunction with Jupiter on April 
3rd in Gemini 16°22’. The first two con- 
figurations are exceptionally vital because 
they occur in fixed signs, at points involved 
in the patterns under which the events of 
a major transition in world history have 
come to a head. 

These three conjunctions in the spring 
are so vital that their effects in relation to 
the individual planets are described in de- 
tail in the special tabulations. Those of you 
who do not have your radical charts can 
benefit from these suggestions if you will 
obtain an ephemeris for the year of your 
birth.* This will give the planetary posi- 
tions for, noon at Greenwich, England, 
which will be sufficiently accurate in the 
case of all planets except the moon:** Ir- 
respective of the places of the planets in 
your natal horoscope, the three 1942 con- 
junctions of Mars will affect you, together 
with everyone else, in very definite fashion. 

The conjunction to Saturn takes place 
within a half degree of the point on which 
Uranus went direct a year ago, the 22nd 
degree of fixed signs, also emphasized in 
1942, because both Venus and Saturn, form- 
ing a square later, changed direction on 
this degree in January. Saturn is the planet 
of consequences in experience or general 
sensitiveness, and its portents are always 
crucial in human history because people, 
in reacting to Saturn, are more 
ordinarily willing to hold on stubbornly to 
ideas, to suffer or die for things, and as 4 
result, are more than usually uncompro 
mising in their differences with each other. 
This applies to honest men as well as to , 
unscrupulous individuals, but it particularly

developments. The conjunction of Mars 
to Uranus, which occurs on March Ist, will 
probably show a sharp change in emphasis 
from what is basically a mental upset to 
a deeper subconscious reaction. People, 
despite themselves, may incline to adopt 
drastic methods with the element of sur- 
prise a dominant factor. This is shown 
not only astrologically but will be the natu- 
ral emotional reaction from the preceding 
days of mental tension. 

In general you will find, other things be- 
ing equal in your own particular case, that 
you will fare very well during this spring 
if you will follow a few general principles. 
First of all, absolutely “be yourself” in 
everything you undertake. Do not attempt 
to conform to the other fellow’s ideas, or 
to what may seem to be the necessity for 
some situation.

The conjunction of Mars to Jupiter on 
April 3rd takes place in Gemini 16°22’; 
a degree which is not one of the more 
critical spots of the general period. More- 
over, the influence of this configuration is 
generally favorable; the necessary cau- 
tion is not so much against the chance of 
adverse results as against missing some 
opportunity, or failing to take advantage of 
the first real respite from the menacing con- - 
ditions of early spring and late winter. The 
general effect of the Mars-Jupiter union

that is, the conjunction will stimulate 
utopianism and perhaps bring many crack- 
pot schemes to the fore; on the destructive 
side, this leads to planning on ways to out- 
wit each other and to gain advantage by 
force and treachery.

The transit of Mars over the places in 
your chart of the four slow-moving planets 
whose orbits lie next beyond that of Mars 
in the solar system, will well repay watch- 
ing. You should find it well worth your 
while to check through the following ma- 
terial; to note if the Mars transits of the 
first quarter of 1942 are critical in your 
individual case. If your year of birth does 
not appear, Mars does not transit the 
given planet until later in 1942 or 1943. 


Jupiter In Your Chart 


The transit of Mars over this planet in 
your chart greatly stimulates your own true 
self, and enables you to an unusual degree 
to get a new inner grasp upon your life 
and affairs. You should take advantage 
of this exceptional opportunity to improve 
your material situation and gain greater 
control over your life. 

Taurus—If you were born in 1881-82, 
1893-94, 1904-06, 1916-17, 1928-29 and 
1940-41, your Jupiter is in Taurus. A pe- 
riod of opportunity to increase your earn- 
ing power and efficiency through initiation 
of new methods and adjustment of existing 
relationships with superiors and employees

Saturn In Your Chart 


The transit of Mars over the position of 
Saturn at your birth greatly stimulates your 
“safety urges.” The combination can be 
destructive if you are not psychologically 
alert and balanced on sound principles, 
Your sense of values is so-heightened that 
this can give you the capacity to see the 
possibilities of your life more clearly than 
at normal times, and therefore can enable 
you to get hold of your practical affairs in 
an efficient manner. On the other hand,

unusual methods~ or originality of self- 
expression. 

Taurus—Children born from June thru 
September 1934, April 1935 through July

With proper 
forewarning of the nature of this stimulus, 
however, you should be able to find a grati- 
fying chance to better your position in the 
social scheme of things. An emphasis on 
Neptune is always apt to enhance the il- 
lusory quality of this planet. In this case, 
there is a real necessity to keep your feet 
on the ground, to measure the activity and 
circumstances of the period against facts 
and figures.

A Study of Mercury Transits and Eclipses 
Part II. 
The New Dimension in Astrology 


a the Sicilian Narrows to mountain- 
ous Iran and from the Balkans to Haile 
Selassie’s Abyssinia, the battle rages in what 
may prove to be the World War’s crucial 
amphitheaters. In the center lies Egypt, 
land of the timeless Pyramids and the 
famous Suez Canal, which is the goal of 
the Axis drives south. The nation which 
holds Suez controls the bottleneck of com- 
munications between Europe and the Far 
East and is in a position also to control 
Africa. North Africa under Axis domina- 
tion would serve as a springboard to South 
America, therefore the U. S. is interested 
in the Battle for Suez. Indeed, it is from 
this part of the world that Britain and her 
Allies could set themselves for a drive 
against Italy, weak sister in the Axis, and 
also up the Balkan Peninsula at Hitler’s 
strongholds. 

The current attention on the Near East 
is but another chapter in the long and 
fascinating history of this cradle of civili- 
tations, the “fertile crescent” around the 
Fastern Mediterranean. While the history 
of Gibraltar goes back 13 centuries to the 
beginning of the struggle at the straits 
separating Europe from Africa, that of the 
Straits of the Dardanelles and the Bos- 
porus goes back through at least three 
millenniums to Troy and the Trojan Horse, 
Which was the first dramatic Fifth Column. 
Europe and Asia meet at the Dardanelles 
$0 that, like Gibraltar at the western end 
of the Mediterranean, it, too, is a gate to 
that famous sea which three continents 
cradle. But there is yet a third meeting 
Place of continents in the Eastern Medi- 
tetranean where there is no natural con- 
necting strait. This lies at. Egypt and the 
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Isthmus of Suez which joins Asia and 
Africa. It is from this lack that the 
projects for joining the Mediterranean to 
the Red Sea have had their impulse for 
almost 4,000 years. 

Many years before the commencement 
of the Christian Era, Sesotris ruled Egypt, 
then a great center of culture, powerful 
and thronged with its peoples in their beau- 
tiful vivid clothes, so different from our 
way of living and now so remote. But it 
was then, according to tradition, that a 
canal ran from the Nile to the upper 
reaches of the Red Sea. In those days 
astrology was in good repute and its prac- 
titioners were honored guides and advisers. 
The first definite record of a canal, how- 
ever, goes back to 1380 B.C. It ran from 
the Nile to the Guif of Heropolite—an arm 
of the Red Sea then and today, the Bitter 
Lakes. Sailing up the Pelusiac branch of 
the Nile, it was possible to cross through 
the canal to the Red Sea. Indeed, thou- 
sands of years ago there must have been a 
branch of the Nile that actually flowed to 
the Red Sea, which was at one time much 
closer to the Mediterranean than it is 
today. 

Pharaoh Necho’s attempt in 609 B. C. te 
reopen the Bitter Lakes-Red Sea Channel 
resulted, according to Herodotus, in the 
death of 120,000 men. But Egypt’s power 
was going into eclipse and the Persian con- 
querer Darius, who took over Egypt, 
finished the reopening in 520 B. C. (like 
Napoleon after him he, too, tried to con- 
quer Russia, but, frustrated by scorched- 
earth tactics, failed just as ingnominiously). 
Then the Greeks in their heyday infiltrated 
into Egypt, and Ptolemy Philadelphus was 
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18 ‘the next to reopen the canal in 285 B. C. 


But the Pelusiac arm of the Nile dwindled 
and by 31 B. C., when the glamorous 
Cleopatra reigned, the canal was again 
closed. Now the Romans in their turn, 
extended their mighty empire and added 
t so that it was a Roman, Trajan, 

who next repaired the canal in 98 A, D. 

After the advent of Mohammed, the 
Moslem Arabs spread their rule through- 
out the Middle East and North Africa, so 
that Egypt was again overrun. This oc- 
curred in the 7th Century when the Con- 
querer Amr’ once more reopened the 
ancient canal. But in 770 it was closed 
by Abu Ja’far, founder of Bagdad, to pre- 
vent military supplies from reaching Arabia. 
Aside from a possible temporary reopening 
by Sultan Hakim in 1000 A. D., it re- 
mained closed for eleven centuries until 
the great De Lesseps built a canal across 
the Isthmus from the Red Sea to the 
Mediterranean. 

What can Astrology tell us about the 
evolution of Suez? To answer that we must 
have recourse to a NEW DIMENSION IN 
ASTROLOGY, the Dimension of celestial 
Latitude.* A long study of historic events 
shows that ECLIPSE PATHS, and their 
immediate vicinity where the darkness is 
geat, FORESHADOW important develop- 
ments in World-Affairs. The events signi- 
fed, however, often do not occur until long 

the eclipse, sometimes even centuries 
later. The later conjunctions and opposi- 
tions of the major planets to the point in 
Space of the Eclipse—the Zodiac—provide 
both Transit and Secondary Progression 
“activitation” from which events spring 
“Upalong the Path, It is also found that 
Eclipses at the same point act as 
ivators.” 

The March 16, 1942, Solar eclipse—a 
Pattial eclipse which does not make a track 
md is therefore less important—will 
shadow the South Pacific and Antarctic, As 
Such it will not be very significant since 
there is little in that part of our planet to 
Movide “a mechanism of response.” But 
the September 21, 1941 total eclipse was 
Yety important since it cast its shadow

over all of Asia and the Western Pacific, 
the track running from just north of the 
Caucasus mountains in Russia to the heart 
of China and our Pacific outpost Guam. 
Paths over heavily populated areas, espe- 
cially large cities and capitals of nations, 
and over or close to strategic narrow water- 
ways—such as Suez—are found to be 
significant. 

Since the motions of Sun, Moon and 
Earth are complex and their positions in 
space relative to one another are equally 
varied, the paths of eclipses are virtually 
unrepeatable and unique as to length, 
width, position and curvature. Paths which 
run nearly parallel to the Equator are more 
frequent, however, than nearly vertical 
ones. Since the closing of the canal in the 
8th Century, only five paths have run from 
Central Europe to Egypt, and four of these 
occurred between 1093 and 1241. This de- 
fines the period of the Crusades, which 
lasted from 1097 to about 1290. The 
September 29, 1903 eclipse (New Style 
dating) had a path from Iceland across 
Germany to western Turkey and barely 
west of Jerusalem, the goal of the Crusades 
which started four years later. While Egypt 
close by was not the objective of the 
Crusaders, it was involved time after time 
in the conflicts which raged between the 
Europeans and the Turks. The striking 
thing is that this enormous emphasis on 
Europe’s relation to this part of the world 
should have coincided with this unusual 
bunching up of the rare steeply slanted 
eclipse-tracks. In the latter part of the 
Crusade period and running on into the 
15th Century, there was an equally unusual 
bunching of eclipse paths over the Dar- 
danelles and the immediately adjacent 
areas, which is also unprecedented in the 
eclipse history of the last 1500 years. This 
accent on the battleground area in which 
the Crusaders fought marked not only the 
termination of this chapter in Europe’s 
history, but also the rise of the great and 
powerful Empire of the Ottoman Turks 
who conquered Egypt. 

With the growth of the Indies trade in 
the 17th Century the French, first to estab- 
lish friendly relations with Turkey, began 
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to entertain seriously the idea of a canal. 
On July 25, 1748, an Annular eclipse swept 
its track from Montreal, Canada, to Britain, 
then over Berlin and the Black Sea to 
Bagdad and India. In the 1750s and 
1760s, as Jupiter and Saturn transited the 
eclipse point, the British drove the French 
from both Canada and India. 

This eclipse also foreshadowed the 
Russo-Turk War which began in 1768. On 
March 24, 1773, a broad-pathed Annular 
‘eclipse threw its shadow over the coast of 
Egypt and Crete across Turkey and up 
into Siberian Russia. As Jupiter crossed 
the eclipse-point in 1774, the war ended 
with victory for Russia, which acquired 
the north shore of the Black Sea from 
Turkey. But the path of greatest darkness 
joining Turkey and Egypt foreshadowed 
the struggle of the latter for freedom from 
the gradually decaying Turkish Empire. In- 
deed, in 1774 an attempted revolt was 
crushed by the Turks. This year is also 
notable for a Firman issued by the Sultan 
forbidding the construction of a planned 
canal across Suez. 

The discovery of Neptune, ruler of the 
seas, finally saw the building of the canal. 
Neptune was seen and recognized as a 
planet in the late Summer of 1846, but on 
checking back it was revealed that it had 
twice been seen in May, 1795, when it was 
thought to be a star. Thus it swam into 
human ken just as Napoleon came into 
power. On April 12, 1798, under a pre- 
tended threat of invasion of England, he 
was ordered. to proceed to Egypt; this 
country, when conquered, was to provide 
France with a canal, which he was to have 
cut so that Britain’s trade with India might 
be destroyed. Note that Hitler’s apparent 
attempt to invade England in Sepember, 
1940, was supposed to have diverted the 
British from the Italian attack on Suez 
which commenced that month. History in- 
deed repeats! 

Napoleon was initially successful in his 
conquest. Late in December, 1798, he 
surveyed the remnant of the old canal and 
left his engineer Le Pere to make a survey 
of the projected canal in 1799. On May 
4, 1799, a Solar eclipse occurred in close 


opposition to Neptune in 13° Scorpio; on 
May 7th, a Mercury Transit was visible 
over Egypt. The French were driven from 
Egypt and this, with Le Pere’s erroneous 
(Neptune) report of a 29-foot difference of 
level between the Red Sea and Mediter. 
ranean, led to the abandonment of the 
canal project. Note this unique combina 
tion of Neptune-Seas-Mercury-communica- 
tions—and Eclipse. 

Between 1813 and 1820, five eclipse. 
paths passed over or near to the famous 
Isthmus as Mehomet Ali spread Egypt's 
rule south and won partial independence 
from Turkey. On May 5, 1818, an AB 
nular eclipse-path swept over the southem 
part of the Isthmus, exactly 19 years alter 
the 1799 eclipse. Alexander II, who rill 
Russia from 1855 to 1880, was born 
days before this eclipse, while Karl M 
whose ideas created the Russian Revolution 
99% years later, was born the day of

A little over 2 years later, a sée¢ 
Annular eclipse blanketed the 
Isthmus. This was the path of the Septem 
ber 7, 1820 eclipse, opposite Jupiter, 
started in the North Sea and came dom 
over western Germany, Austria and Italy 
to Greece, Crete and Suez. The following 
year the Greeks commenced their gallant 
battle for independence from Turkey. In 
1827 the Egyptian fleet, intervening against 
Greece, was destroyed by the Europeat 
powers, and in the following 2 years, Russia 
once more defeated Turkey. This eclipst 
path was the only one since the Crusades 
to join Central Europe with Egypt, and 
it therefore foreshadowed the renewed itt 
terest of Europe in the Eastern Mediter 
ranean and a canal across Suez. 

On May 5, 1845, a Solar Eclipse & 
curred, and two days later a Merculy 
Transit (Mercury visible passing ove 
Sun’s face as a small black dot, a kind df 
a planetary eclipse).

ANSWER: As we have so frequently et 
plained in the pages of American Astrology 
Magazine, our conception of the operation 
of an eclipse is somewhat analogous to 4 
point of pressure on the particular part a 
the horoscope contacted. Therefore, yol 
can see that it would be quite in order for 
it, as you say, to “close up the well spring 
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of initiative’ when on-the fourth house 
cusp, since the fourth house is a “source” 


However, it must be remembered that 
when the eclipse puts the pressure on any 
given point, the tendency is to release the 
opposite point in direct proportion. There- 
fore, it would be quite in order for an 
eclipse on the tenth house cusp to release 
the forces which had been depressed or 
denied expression by the previous eclipse. 


EPHEMERIS 


To the Editor: } 

1 purchased a 1941 Ephemeris and As- 
pectarian and would be glad if you would 
give me some information on the Tables of 
Houses which are printed therein. I have 
used Raphael’s Table of Houses and find 
they are similar to the Placidus which you 
give in your Ephemeris. You give Placi- 
dus, Campanus, Regiomontanus and the 
Horizontal methods. On what are the dif- 
ferences based? Depending on which is 
used would change the cusps of the Houses 
and thereby possibly put the planets in a 
different House. I presume they are all 
based on a latitude of 40 degrees. 

I have read the explanations, pages 2—5, 
and find only one erp in regard to 
the Tables of Houses. If you could give 
me this information it would clear up why 
there are so many methods of computing 
what degrees to put on the cusps of the 
Houses on a chart. You may answer this 
in American Astrology Magazine and help 
others who are new to the study of As- 
trology.

PS. Why the degree column following 
the sidereal column? 


ANSWER: In answer to the question 
on what the differences of the various 
houses are based, I would define the dif- 
ferences as follows, as explained by Mr. 
Clancy, Alan Leo and other astrologers. 

(1) Placidus System, a trisection of 
the semi-arc of any degree of the ecliptic. 
By adding successively 14 the semidiurnal 


arc of any degree to the sidereal time of 
its ascension, the said degree is found upon 
a cusp of the 12th, 11th, 10th houses, ete. 


(2) Regiomontanus, a trisection of quad- 


rant of equator between horizon and 


meridian by circles mutually intersecting at 
north and south points of the horizon, 
house cusps being points on ecliptic cut by 
these circles. 

(3) Campanus, a trisection of quadrant 
of prime vertical by circles mutually inter- 
secting at zenith and nadir. / House cusps 
being degrees of ecliptic cut by these 
circles. 

As to the reason for the degree-column 
following the sidereal time in our tables of 
houses, these degrees are the sidereal time 
in hours and minutes translated into de- 
grees of arc, inasmuch as for certain pur- 
poses it is easier to use it this way.

FIXED STARS 


Question: 

At precisely what time (within a year) 
was the Vernal Equinox conjunct each of 
the four Royal Stars, viz., Aldebaran, 
Regulus, Antares, and Fomalhaut, and 
what was the declination of each of those 
stars at that time? 


ANSWER: It appears to be impossible 
for me to answer these questions on the 
Royal Stars, because I am unable to find 
data covering the exact rate of precession 
of the equinoxes for periods extending 
back for thousands of years. We know 
the rate of “general precession,” and we 
know very exactly the precession allow- 
ance for any position on the celestial sphere 
for periods extending back perhaps 200 
years, but farther back than that, it seems 
that no one has been interested enough 
to furnish exact data that will give cor- 
rect answers within a year. 

Taking the longitudes of the respective 
stars and considering that these stars have 
moved from 0° to the present longitudes, 
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and dividing this by the value for the 
“general precession,” we arrive at the fol- 
lowing results:

For the reason given above, it is almost 
impossible to say what the exact decli- 
nations corresponding to these times were. 
Their latitudes, however, do not change 
nearly as much as the declinations, and 
I think that the latitudes were about the 
Same then as now.

Question: 


Would it be correct to assume that the 
vernal equinox may have retrograded back 
to 0° of the constellation Pisces about 
the year 1800? 


ANSWER: Referring to page 42, June 
1937 American Astrology Magazine, we 
note that the equinox (which moves west- 
ward) is now on its way toward the 
Aquarius-Pisces boundary. 

Very likely the equinox will not inter- 
sect the westernmost boundary of the con- 
stellation Pisces, for the ecliptic (see star 
chart) does not intersect it. It is a fact 
that both the equator and the ecliptic are 
in motion against the stellar background, 
but the pole of the celestial equator has 
by far the greater motion. This we know 
because the longitudes, R. A., and dec- 
linations of the stars have changed much 
more in-the last 2,000 years than the lati- 
tudes. So that if we allow 30° more for 
the equator to move along the ecliptic, we 
have 30/360 x 25 — 800 years, or a little 
over 700 years from now, to the time when 
the equinox goes into the constellation 
Aquarius—but probably not touching “0°” 
Pisces as explained.*

Question: 


Is it accepted by astronomers that the 
vernal equinox coincided with O° Aries 
about the time of Hipparchus? 


ANSWER: If you mean the first or 
westernmost point of the constellation 
Aries, the answer probably is not known, 
We do not know just what the ancients 
designated as the first~point of the con- 
stellation, because we do not know the 
exact boundaries first used. In 1930 these 
boundaries were officially established (see 
page 42, June, 1937 issue of A. A. M,, 
referred to in foregoing answer). 


Hipparchus discovered the precession of 
the equinoxes about 125 B.C. If we take, 
say, 30° longtitude for the first part of 
the constellation Aries, then 30/360 x 
25,800 years (length of cycle of precession 
of equinoxes) — 2150 years ago, when 
the vernal equinox coincided with the first 
of the constellation Aries, or roughly the 
year 210 B.C. This is about as close as 
we can get. Using 29° we get about 2078 
or 138 B.C.

IT WAS WRITTEN 


In our September 1941 issue, (page 18), 
we published a graph of Hitler’s progressed 
Moon cycle from 1938 to 1942 inclusive. 


It will be noted that we marked the 
periods September 1941 to January 1943 as 
his period of reversals, and in the explana- 
tory notes on page 19, it was mentioned 
that in November 1941, Aquarius would be 
on the ascendant of his cycle chart, bring- 
ing Leo to the 7th cusp—that sign in which 
was posited his natal Saturn square his 8th 
house Mars-Venus conjunction. In con 
nection therewith, it was further indicated 
that the cyclic progression of Saturn to 
cusp of Hitler’s house of conquest woul 
probably bring him face to face with his 
Destiny, and all things considered, it could 
scarcely be expected that such would be & 
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cheerful meeting. Of one thing we may be 
certain, Saturn, the tax collector of the 
Gods, will collect what is due.

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The above is a reproduction of one of 
the work sheets from which the aforemen- 
tioned graph was produced. It is re- 
produced here with notations just as it was 
prepared by our staff in July 1941. In the 
light of recent events, may we call atten- 
tion to the notations at the bottom of the 
chart specifying the period November 26th 
to December 1st as marking the first con- 
tact of Leo with the 7th cusp of his cycle 
chart. The retreat from Rostov com- 
menced on November 26th. On November 
20th the British commenced their Libyan 
campaign with a drive of eighty miles in 
one day. Many other similarly significant 
events are noted for that period which are 
teally too numerous to mention, but all of 
Which establish one fact, the collapse of 
Hitler’s offensive on all fronts. On the 
basis of this cycle chart it is our contention 
that Hitler will not regain the offensive and 
all speculations as to whether or not his re- 
treat from Moscow jis according to a pre- 
arranged plan may be dismissed; it is what 
It appears to be—a rout. 





JAPAN 


On the following pages are three pro- 
gressed charts for United States, Japan and . 
Hirohito, viz., Primary, Secondary and 
Lunar* charts, as of December 7th, 1941. 

To a student of Astrology these charts 
will require little comment. The treachery 
of that Pearl Harbor attack is written all 
over them. May we particularly call at- 
tention to Neptune in Hirohito’s Lunar 
cycle chart for this period? (Chart 3.) 
Perhaps there may still be people who 
doubt his complicity and hint that he was 
powerless to prevent this war! A study 
of these charts tells a very different story. 
That Neptune, plus his natal Mars con- 
junct Regulus, informs us that the “Son 
of Heaven” has decidedly earthly ambitions 
and is not above dealing from “the bottom 
of the deck” when it suits his purpose, but 
it also informs us that his Empire is doomed 
— “Who lives by the sword shall perish 
iby the sword.” 


It is curious to note that Neptune— 
The Patron Saint of the “Double Cross”— 
has been close to the Moon’s North Node 
since July, 1941 and remains within orb 
over a period of fifteen months, with the 
result that during that time every suc- 
cessive monthly transit of the Moon thru 
Virgo has involved an occultation of Nep- 
tune, the dates being July 28th, August 
24th, September 20th, November 14th, De- 
cember 12th, 1941, and continuing thru 
1942, January 8th, February 4th, March 
31st, April 27th, May 25th, June 2Ist, 
July 18th, August 15th, September 11th 
and October 8th. 


The Japanese people seem to be in for 
a change of government within 90 days— 
a- forced change. Furthermore, the United 
States is definitely in a fortunate position, 
with the radical Sun on_the progressed 
ascendant of the Japanese Constitution, in 
opposition to Hirohito’s Saturn on the 
cusp of Japanese progressed descendant. ~ 
With Saturn so prominent in the Japanese 
chart, it looks like a blockade and a war 
of attrition. Eventually, Japan will prob- 
ably be invaded and occupied.

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PLANETARY INFLUENCE 
To the Editor: 


Astrologers. are so accustomed to take 
planetary influence for granted that they 
rarely stop to speculate as to how contact 
is made. I particularly refer to those cases 
where a certain configuration of the planets 
results in accident or death. I will further 
refine my point to those instances where 
the individual can have had no influence 
whatever over the occurrence, 


We will take, for example, the case of a 
man, alert, vigorous, who is hurled into 
eternity by the carelessness of a speeding 
motorist. Let us assume that the pedes- 
trian was in no way to blame. There are 
many such cases. 


Or take the case of one who is suddenly 
killed by the bullet of a careless hunter 
who has not employed ordinary precau- 
tions while in the woods. My point can 
perhaps be made more clear by this latter 
example. I refer to those cases where the 
victim can be completely exonerated. 


We can understand the rationale of some 
accidents. A man at a certain moment may 
be under such a stellar influence that the 
peculiar chemical constituents of his own 
body react in just a way to the prevailing 
planetary rays that he is off guard, as it 
were, and therefore himself partly respon- 
sible for the fatality. But this excuse can- 
not be employed in very many cases. 

We are to believe—and we do believe— 
that there is perfect synchronization be- 
tween the prevailing planetary configura- 
tions and the fatality itself. But how is the 
tie-up effected? How do the planets con- 
nect with the event? In what manner do 
the combinations of stellar rays precipitate 
the fatal accident? Is the connection physi- 
cal or superphysical? 

In other words, how do the planets 
(taking their joint influence) contrive to 
exert their power over that particular in- 
dividual at that particular time and place? 
How do they manage to get him into that 
precise position so that their action may 
be effectively felt? It must be assumed 
that the individual himself must be re- 
lieved of every vestige of responsibility, 
for this thesis naturally assumes him to be 
a particularly “silent” partner. 
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To put the matter in another graphic 
way, how do the planets undertake to see 
that he steps on the live wire that they have 
laid for him at exactly the right instant? 

These questions are perfectly legitimate 
and through all my years with Astrology 
I have never seen them answered satis- 
factorily. 

I feel certain, Mr. Clancy, that you will 
find great difficulty in solving this problem. 
But you may as well try anyway.

VENUS TRANSITS 


Astrologers have long accepted Venus as 
the symbol of all that is gentle, refined, 
graceful and cooperative in nature, human 
and divine, in short, the patron saint of all 
the higher moral qualities, the arts, etc. Yet, 
when we examine the record of this little 
“Lady of Love” we find, somewhat to our 
amazement, that her reputation does not al- 
ways square with the facts. As Wynn so 
succinctly expresses it, this reputedly gentle 
creature is by no means all “sweetness and 
light.” It is true that Venus is preeminent- 
ly the symbol of cohesion, union, united 
action—to some extent it may be correct to 
ue the word “collaboration” in this con- 
nection—but the idea that she is content 
merely to attract and that coercion is lack- 
ing in her methods appears to be entirely 
etroneous. On the contrary, the record 
shows that on occasion this “timid soul” is 
not above using decidedly forceful, drastic, 
even brutal methods to achieve her ends 
and quite frequently produces a “dictator 
complex” in human psychology. When one 
considers that many of the Venusian urges 
ue motivated by or have a common origin 
with the sex force—the procreative urge— 
Which is merely a phase of the basic urge 
to, and struggle for, survival, this is not so 
dificult to understand. It may easily be 
en wherein a primitive Venus could be 


ruthless and cruel. Perhaps she is only 
being “cruel to be kind” but realization of 
this does little to lessen the immediate 
effects of the cruelty. 

It is probably a great mistake to classify 
the planets roughly as exclusively malefic 
or benefic. This likewise goes even for that 
great benefic Jupiter—no Santa Claus by 
any means, as anyone knows who has 
studied his effects from experience. This is 
not strange. After all, we must not forget 
that according to mythology, “mighty Jove” 
had a plentiful supply of “thunderbolts” 
which he was not averse to hurling occa- 
sionally at recalcitrant subjects. As pointed 
out in our March, 1933 issue of American 
Astrology Magazine, Jupiter may properly 
be considered the symbol of the Judgment 
or the Judge who gives to every man only 
what he has earned, who is beneficent only 
to those who are themselves beneficent— 
generous only to those who are generous. 
It may be pointed out that Jupiter is al- 
ways liberal, but he may on occasion be 
liberal with punishment. 

A most enlightening item relative to the 
primitive dictatorial phase of Venus ap- 
peared in the December, 1940 issue of 
Wynn’s Magazine, page 8. In a short 
analysis of this little known aspect of 
Venus, Mr. Hall* cites many examples 
from those born with Venus prominent and 
also those who had the two Venusian signs 
(Libra or Taurus) emphasized. Among 
these he cites the case of Napoleon, who 
(according to “data supplied by the Empe- 
ror himself”) had Libra ascending. Mr. 
Hall further points out that Napoleon al- 
ways considered Venus to be his “Star of 
Destiny.” Come to think of it, it was—in 
more ways than one. 

In this connection, it is interesting to note 
that Napoleon’s year of birth (1769) was 
also the year of one of the comparatively 
infrequent transits of Venus across the disc 
of the Sun. In our January, 1941 issue 
(page 39) we dealt at some length with this 
phenomenon in general, having reference, 
in that instance, specifically to the solar 
transit of Mercury, November 11, 1940.

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However, the principle is the same although 
the transits of Mercury are naturally much 
more frequent than are those of Venus. 
The dates of the transits of Venus over 
the solar disk during a period of approx- 
imately four hundred years are as follows: 

1639—June 1761—June 1769—Decem- 
ber 1874—December 1882—June 8, 2004 
—June 6, 2012. 


VON BRAUCHITSCH 


So!—Hitler thinks he can get along 
without the German General staff—we shall 
see. However, the latest shake-up in the 
light of all factors involved assumes the 
aspect of a “Time Bomb” that may well 
go off with further shattering effects in 
the not far distant future. 

In this connection, let us refer to a few 
remarks re Von Brauchitsch et al which ap- 
peared in our August 1940 issue, page 10, 
relative to Hitler’s astrological contacts 
with other war leaders in general—the 
following: 


“Within Hitler’s own camp, past 
and present, we must take note of the 
strange inharmonies coming from the 
charts of his military leaders, viz., 
Von Brauchitsch, with Saturn conjunct 

. Neptune in 11 and 16 Taurus respec- 
tively; Von Raeder with Uranus in 15 
Leo; and last, but by no means least, 
Fritz Thyssen, with Sun 17 Scorpio, 
Uranus 11 Leo and Nodes 16:48 
Taurus-Scor pio.” 


We may now observe the activities of 
Von Brauchitsch with considerable inter- 
est—a perfect setup for an army coup 
and a better leader for such could scarcely 
be found. 

In this connection, if the German army 
leaders should succeed in ousting the Nazi 
hoodlums, a perfectly natural development 
would be the re-establishment of the mon- 
archy, and, assuming that the best peace 
possible for the German people was an 
objective, the logical choice for the throne 
would be Prince Frederick,* grandson of

Kaiser Wilhelm, now in protective custody 
in England.

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WATCH THESE DATES 


It is a fact, amply attested to by person- 
al correspondence, that many of our most 
accurate forecasts never find their way 
into print for the reason that American 
Astrology Magazine is necessarily closed 
so far in advance of the date of publication 
that it is not always possible to give a very 
precise long-distance interpretation of fu- 
ture configurations since, as we have so 
frequently emphasized in the pages of 
American Astrology Magazine, every 
horoscope and every configuration must be 
interpreted in the terms of present cir- 
cumstances, conditions and trends. 

For the above reason, we are often able 
to forecast the immediate trend of cur- 
rent events quite accurately by Astrology, 
but such are usually history by the time 
the next issue of a monthly magazine goes 
on the press, This was particularly true 
of the world shaking developments of De- 
cember 21st and 22nd, 1941, heralded by 
the superior conjunction of Mercury with 
the Sun at 7:35 p.m., E. S. T., December 
21st. Following December 7th, we repeat- 
edly emphasized December 21st as a key 
date in the immediate future. It is unneces- 
sary now to dwell at length on the events of 
December 19th-22nd other than to call at- 
tention to the fact that the conjunction 
took place in close square (1°) to the 
transiting Neptune. We might elaborate on 
that configuration at some length, but for 
teasons that are many and various, would 
prefer not to do this. However, we cannot 
forbear calling attention to the fact that the 
Principal’ source of such future develop- 
ments as may follow the events of Decem- 
ber 21st and 22nd may be found in the 
chart of Joseph Stalin.* 

Looking into the future over the next 
few months from the view point of the 
present (December 23, 1941) we find sev- 
ttal dates which stand out prominently as 
Ponts of crisis in the present trend. Name- 
ly, January 21st, February 2nd, February 
9th, February 22nd and March Ist, March 
l6th, April 3rd, April 20th, May 3rd, May 
{th, May 21st, May 23rd, June 12th,

June 25th, June 29th, July 3rd, July 18th, 
and July 25th. There are others throughout 
the year, but these will suffice for the pres- 
ent. Of the above, we may now profitably 
concentrate almost exclusively on Feb- 
ruary 22nd and March Ist, altho in pass- 
ing we may mention that January 21st 
may well be favorable to Hitler—probably 
a diplomatic coup—although this could 
also indicate troop movements—possibly 
a military occupation which may meet 
with little, if any, immediate resistance. 
Whatever or whichever it may be, there is 
a strong probability that it may neverthe- 
less go decidedly sour on February 2nd, 
when he may find that he has, in the words 
of the venerable Franklin, “paid too much 
for his whistle.” 

With regard to the Mars-Saturn conjunc- 
tion at 22/28 Taurus (on the Progressed 
Nadir of Emperor Hirohito) on February 
22nd, 4:50 a.m., E. S. T., the ultimate re- 
sults of this configuration are best indicated 
by its proximity to the natal, radical or 
progressed key points in the horoscopes of 
individuals, organizations, national lead- 
ers or nations. However, we may well 
give some preliminary study to the in- 
trinsic nature of this conjunction as an 
isolated aspect. In this connection we re- 
fer the reader to our January, 1934 issue, 
page 29. The Mars-Saturn conjunction 
which took place on January 17th of that 
year was analyzed in a general sense as 
follows: 


“Mars and Saturn in conjunction at 
best tend to combine the two worst 
qualities of both planets—HATE and 
FEAR, respectively—the most deadly 
combination one can imagine. In the 
Horoscope of a criminal this conjunc- 
tion is the mark of a ruthless killer, 
and in the Horoscope of a nation it 
sends the people of that country into 
a frenzy of patriotic fervor. Fear of 
oppression and hate for the oppressor 
may start a nation clamoring wildly 
for war. Therefore, this conjunction 
may mark an unusually violent mani- 
festation of the criminal and other de- 
structive tendencies of humanity tak- 
ing form as crimes marked by unusual 
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brutality, heavy loss of life and 
property through the destructive 
forces of nature—a serious menace to 

Public Health and Welfare.” 

Now let us see what Kepler had to say 
about this conjunction and also about an- 
other Mars configuration, viz., Mars con- 
junction Jupiter, which will again occur 
on April 3, 1942. Quoting from Kepler’s 
treatise. “Concerning the More Certain 
Fundamentals of Astrology,’ originally 
published in 1601, translated into English 
and published in American Astrology 
Magazine, July, August and September 
1941 issues, Thesis 71, pages 40 and 41 of 
the September issue, to wit: 


“ . , the conjunction of Jupiter and 
Mars at the end of July, and the con- 
junction of Saturn and Mars in the 
month of September (1602).. Firstly, 
it is proven by experience that under 
these two conjunctions, souls (Spirits) 
are generally stunned, frightened or 
aroused in the expectation of revolts 
—which facts, when converging on a 
great multitude of men at one and the 
same place, have great importance 
either for achievement or for destruc- 
tion, as war experience shows. The 
disaster of Erlau took place in the 
year 1596 when Jupiter and Mars 
were in opposition; the massacre of 
St. Bartholomew when Saturn and 
Mars were in conjunction, likewise in 
Scorpio, in the year 1572.* 

“In fact, I should consider it useful 
for the masters and rulers of the peo- 
ple to occupy themselves in this re- 
gard.** Because, for the ruling of 
the multitude (people), skill is neces- 
sary as well as a knowledge of things 
that commonly excite the minds. 
Thus, if at any place they prefer to 
keep peace and quiet, or if an insur- 
rection may be feared, no meetings or

assemblies should be held in August or 
September [last half of February and 
first week of April 1941], and if any 
(are held), they should be dispersed 
and certainly, the causes exasperating 
the minds of the people should be 
speedily removed, or else the thought 
of the people should be changed by 
presenting something new. However, 
tf some bold action is to be undertaken 
which is to be carried out by causing 
fear, it should be done in August 
[ March-April, 1942, Mars conjunct 
Jupiter] ; but if the mind is also to be 
hardened for work, let it be (done in) 
September [February 1942, Mars 
conjunct Saturn|. Yet if the enemy 
should dare to try anything during 
these months, one should prevent 
frightening the minds (of the people) 
by suitable remedies. For the fact 
that these remedies are also in out 
power and as it happens, events are 
not absolutely predestined, has been 
shown by a most clear example even 
during the last year.”

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As previously hinted, much information 
about the probable trends initiated by va- 
tious configurations may be obtained by a 
study of those charts (individual and na- 
tional) wherein the conjunctions . them- 
selves closely contact vital points. With 
tegard to the Mars-Saturn and Mars- 
Uranus conjunctions (February 1942), we 
find two charts so affected. In the chart 
of the Duke of Windsor the conjunction 
of Mars and Saturn, February 22, 1942, 
falls within 1° of his natal Venus. For a 
practical interpretation of this contact we 
may refer the reader to page 8 of this issue 
wherein Marc Edmund Jones analyzes this 
contact in a general way in his article on 
the Mars transits for 1942.* The other 
contact’ is with the progressed nadir of 
Hirohito, close to the radical ascendant of 
the Japanese Constitution and the Em- 
peror’s South Node. Furthermore, it is 
not far removed from the square of 
Hirohito’s natal Mars (conjunct Reg- 
tlus) in his progressed 7th. Students 
of astrology will not require much elab- 
oration on that set-up. Primarily it 
means that this conjunction will strike at 
the very foundations of the “Son of Heav- 
tn’? his “field of operations” or “base 
of operations” —in other words—Japan. It 
is very likely to kick the pedestal from 
under him in some very decided manner— 
the idol is discovered to have feet of clay 
and among other things, it definitely 
threatens a complete overthrow of the 
Hirohito regime in Japan, either as a re- 
sult of invasion, extensive and “levastating 
tir raids or internal revolt.

Applying the rule of radical contact 
to this aspect, we find that it occurs within 
1° of a conjunction with Jupiter in the 
horoscope of Field Marshal Von Brauch- 
itsch, and conjunct Mars on the radical 
mid-heaven of Prince Frederick of Prussia,* 
these men having Jupiter and Mars re- 
spectively in 25° of Taurus. Relative to 
this setup, we can only say that the indi- 
cations are that big events are in the 
making. Their origin is likely to be with 
the German General Staff. If in the mean- 
time, as seems probable, Hitler succeeds in 
alienating the army leaders of Germany, 
it would seem to bode ill for his Nazi 
regime. In any case, whatever happens we

ANSWER: Sometimes the planetary 
Moving Finger points the way to danger 
ahead, but there are so many factors in- 
volved in the constantly changing picture 
of the heavens that the poor astrologer, if 
he is to keep ahead of the pace of events 
today, needs “eyes” not only in the back 
of his head, but on all sides as well. 

Had we been watching Mars’ movement 
thru his own aggressive sign in opposition 
to the radical Saturn in our national horo- 
scope, we might have known that the 
“peace talks” of Kurusu and Nomura were 
phony. The common interpretation of this 
transiting configuration describes a period 
when the “native’s defenses are down, his 
safety-urges at their lowest ebb”—in other 
words, a period when he should be on the 
lookout if he is to protect his best interests. 

During the week that these “peace” ne- 
gotiations were under way, Mars moved 
from 13:45 Aries on December Ist to 15:33 
Aries on the morning of that fateful De- 
cember 7th. Our radical Saturn is at 14:42 
Libra. On December 5th, with Mars in 
14:48 Aries and the Moon just entering 
Cancer (the sign which holds four of our 
radical planets), Japan informed our gov-

However, where eclipses are the astro- 
logical factors under consideration, the 
conditions signified by the eclipse may take 
place at any time between one eclipse 
and the following one. This was particu- 
larly true in this instance where subsequent 
occultations of Neptune stimulated monthly 
the Neptunian factor involved in the Sep- 
tember eclipse. That’s where we fell down

combination recurred—no other such com- 
bination between 1795 and the present. In 
August of that year Austria put forward 
a canal project, but it was the discovery 
of Neptune in 1846 which did the trick. 
For on November 27th of that year the 
Society was formed in France which cor- 
rected Le Pere’s error and showed the prac- 
ticability of a canal of sea-level nature. 
The Saint Simonists who formed the So- 
ciety were Neptunian visionaries who be- 
lieved that canals across Suez and Panama 
would regenerate the world; they were also 
among the earliest socialists—Neptune, 
One of their members, the great Ferdinand 
De Lesseps, was to build not only Suez, but 
also to commence Panama. (He was born 
November 19, 1805, with the Sun conjunct 
Neptune). He started excavations April 
29, 1859. 

From 1859 to 1869, the work went on 
and curiously enough, during this same in- 
terval, step by step Italy became a united 
nation. On August 15, 1869, the waters 
of the Red and Mediterranean Seas met for 
the first time, exactly 100 years to a day 
after Napoleon’s birth. The opening oc- 
curred on November 17, 1869, just 6 days 
after the present King of Italy was born. 
Thus Italy was in gestation for 10 years 
with Suez, and her present King and the 
canal came into being at the same time. 
Note, too, that the November 17th date is 
similar to the November 19th De Lesseps 
date, therefore the last 5 degrees of Scorpio 
and Taurus are especially sensitive areas. 

On November 26, 1875, Great Britain, 
which had opposed the Canal on the 
grounds that it endangered her hold on 
India, acquired control of the shares in the 
Suez Company and thus of the Canal. But 
the Suez Society—November 27th, first 
Suez Concession—November 30th, and 
English control—November 26th, put an- 
other sensitive zone in early Gemini and 
Sagittarius (Winston Churchill, born 
November 30, 1874, is thus also tied to 
Suez’ fate by the position of his natal Sun).

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a that develops a complexity 
out of an initial simplicity, as the relations 
between planets from a conjunction to a 
quintile, a septile, and so on (to any extent 
imagination and mathematical patience 
will permit), tends to become lost in an 
infinity of possible ramifications. Obvi- 
ously the effort to put relationships in 
order is defeated if the ordering sequence 
only succeeds in losing them. Astrology 
avoids these “infinite regressions” by keep- 
ing personality fundamentally oriented to 
its own center, so that all experience is 
analyzed out of one simple punctuation in 
space and time, i.e., the moment and place 
of birth. Any infinite regression in the 
aspects is avoided because each of them is 
brought back, as the basis for its meaning, 
to the conjunction. 

The understanding of aspects, as phases 
of a “working together,” or conjunctive 
idea, is aided by the essential nature of 
number itself. Thus the form of counting 
commonly used is the basis for a higher 
mathematics because actual sequence is 
only carried to a point easily visualized. 
Further ramification is indicated by posi- 
tion. In other words, men count from none 
fo nine, and this is indicated simply by 

Arabic numerals. Beginning with ten, 
while the counting continues, indication is 
placing the figure for one in a new 
column to the left of the digits, and adding 
cipher. Here is another use of what 
dy has been described as “degrees of 
freedom.” The “ten” is a “one” of an 
added dimension in the ten-unit system of 
tumbers, and to Pythagoras it became a

A Final Article Dealing with the Use of Wide Aspects 
in Pythagorean Astrology 


Marc Edmund Jones 


Not only is the “ten” unity in a different 
aspect, but it is actually simpler to consider 
the “nine,” “eight” and even “seven” in @ 
reverse sequence from the “ten,” so that 
the higher numbers in practical life are not 
an infinite regression of relationship, but 
instead are the charting of a broader re- 
covery of a central integrity in experience. 
Man works out from the unity which he 
knows in terms of his own identity, or the 
“one,” while he lives in a world which is 
complete in its potentiality, or the perfec- 
tion of the “ten.” Sequence can be taken 
in either direction from the “ten,” any 
reversed order always indicating a measure 
in reference to another dimension of experi- 
ence (as illustrated by the precision of 
the equinoxes). 

The ten-degree aspect particularly rep- 
resents the external or self-complementary 
integrity of experience, and in consequence 
it is given a keyword REST. This is 
“emphasis,” exactly as the one-degree 
aspect is “emphasis,” but with a different 
reference. It emphasizes the world in a 
wholeness which exists in partnership with 
the self, exactly as the one degree aspect 
stresses the wholeness by which the self 
presents itself to the world in this same 
partnership. The one-degree aspect shows 
a specially focused activity of being, where- 
as the ten-degree aspect shows a special 
focus in the completion of being. The ten- 
degree aspect is therefore never a loss of 
identity in the All about it, but is the self’s 
act in finding itself satisfactorily aligned 
or self-discovered in this All. 

The nine-degree aspect, in reverse se- 
quence from the “ten,” is the movement of 
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the All down into experience to meet the 
self in terms of “change.” Here the con- 
tinual shifting and restless reconstruction 
is not a simple negative revelation. of self- 
identity, the “two,” but is rather a corre- 
spondingly negative evidence of All-identity, 
ie., the capacity to find potentiality or 
alternative possibility of adjustment any- 
where in the environment at any time. This 
nine-degree deviation from exactness takes 
the keyword CONCEPTION. Exactly as 
the individual’s sense of experienced ful- 
fillment in the All is “rest,” so his personal 
realization of All-capacity is the facility 
with which ‘he can “conceive” things in his 
mind, or identify their possibility through 
actual experience. 

The eight-degree aspect, by this same 
inverse defeat of the infinite regression, is 
a “growth” in the total reality of existence 
as this becomes an individual experience. 
This is positive by the inverse sequence, 
and is the “social determination” by which 
man has the capacity to live in the essence 
or entity of every group of which he is an 
organic part (in some phase of personal 
experience). Of all the numbers, the 
“eight” particularly indicates a form of 
self-expression in which activity in a larger 
scheme of things is experienced by some- 
thing which has its wholeness in a smaller 
scheme contained within the larger. This 
is the manifestation of the “eight” as a 
“double-four,” with the points of psycho- 
logical difference already discussed in con- 
nection with the octile or semisquare aspect. 

Any number which is positive by inverse 
sequence is negative in the primary scale, 
so that “rest,” positive in larger reality as 
an act of foundational self-manifestation or 
perfection, is experienced negatively as 
mere relaxation by the individual of smaller 
dimension. The “nine,” conversely, is 
negative by inverse sequence but positive 
in individual experience. Hence the orderly 
and negative self-recovery of the whole 
cosmos expresses the positive individual 
capacity for creating a world of his own 
liking; “change” gaining personal reality as 
“conception.” Confirmation of this nine- 
degree aspect is gained when it is realized 
that the activity is a heightened individual 
“emphasis,” i.e., a “one” on the founda- 


tion of the “double-four.” In sharp com 
trast, the experience of the “eight,” seen | 
individually, is often difficult or painful 
because the “eight” is positive in its cosmic 
demand that the social realities or “double. 
four” be maintained, but is negative in 
actual human experience, therefore a neces- 
sity that cosmic compulsions be suffered by 
every individual in making his deeper 
choices or executing a broader or social 
design for his own being. The eight-degree 
aspect, therefore, has the keyword TRIBU- 
LATION. 

The seven-degree aspect is more properly 
taken in straight rather than inverse se 
quence, since it is the first universal symbol 
of perfection in number philosophy. None- 
theless the cosmic completion is excellently 
dramatized as “habit” or cosmic establish- 
ment in the inverse relationship. As a 
cosmic negative number, from this point 
of view, it indicates the cooperation that 
may be compelled from any larger situation 
in which an individual finds himself. The 
fatality idea attached to the “seven,” 
especially revealing itself in the septile 
aspect, does not so much indicate the pri- 
mary determination of the universe to force 
any individual against his wishes, but 
rather the absolute fidelity with which 
universal activity negatively executes the 
real or underlying wishes of the self. By 
direct sequence, the seven-degree aspect is 
the factor of growth on the personal and 
social side of life, i.e., a manifestation of the 
“three” on the simple “four” foundation. 
It is the broadest possible expression of 
pure self-sufficient individuality, and there- 
fore acquires the keyword FRUITION. 


The Balance in Self-Cosmos 
Perspective 


The wide aspects of ten degrees or mort 
of separation, indicating the cosmic reflec 
tion and substantiation of individual com 
sciousness, gain a particularly important 
but much neglected rulership in the astt0- 
logical scheme, They are especially vital 
when interpretation of a horoscope begili 
with a specific problem, requiring the com 
sideration of two given planets and the 
aspect between them (no matter how wide 
the separation may be), and also when the 
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analysis of a chart starts with the excep- 
tionally effective consideration of the 
aspects between the positive and negative 
planets in each of the four basic depart- 
ments of being. They are no less powerful 
in the astrological insights provided by 
the third technique of reading already sug- 
gested, namely, to begin the examination of 
the horoscope with the strong aspects, 
especially with the exact conjunctions. 
This last procedure is excellent practice in 
mastering Pythagorean Astrology; it is also 
valuable whenever a quick and sharp in- 
sight into the practical side of the chart is 
desired. However, the particular technique 
has been presented in an incomplete form, 
which now must be supplemented. 

The strong aspects, taken collectively, 
indicate the pattern of volition in any 
horoscope, while the wide aspects, con- 
sidered together in the same way, give the 
pattern of vision. Neither of these terms 
is really adequate, hence they must be 
used with considerable discrimination. 
Volition as here employed is not the basic 
“push” or “will,” as this is shown first of 
all by the sun and then, in its simple rami- 
fication, by the department of life, the 
mutual relationship of the sun and moon. 
Rather, it is the cultivated or actively self- 
reconstructing telos (Greek for dynamic 
end-in-view) or conscious purposing of the 
life. It is more than any one factor of the 
consciousness, but instead can be said to 
be the totality of what an individual’s 
activities are “all about.” It is the con- 
sistency of broad self-expression into which 
every deviation of a particular situation or 
a special interest will ultimately disappear. 
By the same token, the vision of a life is 
the individual’s general persisting perspec- 
tive of the All; it is his world-view, his 
underlying metaphysics or persisting faith. 
These are distinctions that can hardly be 
put into definite words, but rather must be 
gasped in a whole impression—what mod- 
ém psychologists term a Gestalt, what is 
conveniently if'not wholly accurately iden- 
tified in these articles as a “pattern.” 


An Outline of Technique 


The aspects wider than ten degrees of 
separation are analyzed through the process 


of reduction made possible by the phe- 
nomenon of decimal position in number 
notation. Thus, an eleven-degree aspect 
is understood by adding the digits in the 
“eleven,” the “one” and “one,” to produce 
a “two,” and considering it as a two-degree 
aspect once removed.” On this system, a 
twenty-degree separation is a “two-degree 
aspect twice removed. It will be noted 
that the addition of the “two” and the 
“nine” in the latter case produced an 
“eleven,” which then reduced to the “two.” 
The adding process is thus repeated as often 
as the product of addition is more than a 
single digit. The number of “removes” in 
any given number is found by the nines it 
contains. Thus, ten contains one; nineteen, 
two; twenty-eight, three; thirty-seven, 
four; forty-six, five; fifty-five, six; and so 
on, all of these numbers being “one” in 
terms of the aspect value. 

The curious result of this technique in 
handling the wider aspects is that any 
planet can be in any aspect to any other. If 
Mars and Venus are in opposition exactly to 
the minute, they are also in conjunction by 
a 180-degree aspect. Nine divides 20 times 
into 180, so that this conjunction represents 
a conjunctive activity on a twentieth level. 
Here the technique is reduced to absurdity, 
since there is no way to identify any twen- 
tieth level in experience. However, these 
planets might be taken as in trine by a 
sixty-degree aspect. Since nine divides into 
sixty six times with a six over, it indicates 
that the trine has the characteristic of 
“power” on a fifth subjective level of spir- 
itual activity, which of course is as much an 
emphasis of basic awareness as the exact 
opposition itself. The possibilities in this 
sort of measurement are boundless, and 
there may be some readers who will find it 
a fascinating pursuit; others may find even 
this much rather meaningless. Obviously 
the practical use of Pythagorean Astrology 
calls for a consideration of the nearest 
aspect in which two planets can be placed. 
To make more than one aspect between 
these same two is hardly justified except 
when the choice between two possibilities 
is narrow. At times it is very revealing to 
consider both the square and sextile, or both 
the square and trine, between two im- 
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portantly linked planets. The aspects will 
always confirm and supplement each other. 

Certain rules in general should be rather 
inflexible for Pythagorean practice in the 
normal case. Thus only five Ptolemaic 
aspects should be taken into account for 
the wide degrees of separation which indi- 
cate a native’s basic vision—i.e., the con- 
junction, opposition, trine, square and sex- 


tile—and these only in celestial longitude. 


Parallels of declination are best ignored 
when wider than a degree and a half. The 
more familiar Kepler aspects—i.e., semi- 
square and sesquiquadrate, semisextile and 
quincunx—should not be considered in 
deviation of more than five degrees from 
exactness. The further subdivisions of 
these various aspects, together with the 
series established with the quintile, septile, 
and so on, should not be used at any time 
if the orb of relation is more than two full 
degrees. The wider aspects should only be 
calculated for the ten recognized planets, 
for which there are sure and carefully pre- 
pared tables. Aspects involving the cusps 
of houses, nodes, parts, sensitive points, 
fixed stars, and the like, should not be 
taken into account if the orb of separation 
is more than two degrees. 


The Analysis of Vision 


A common fallacy presents the future as 
less fixed than the past, the potential as 
less definite than the actual. Yet the 
young artist, with.a sense of his potential 
talent and a vision of what he wants to 
create, holds steadily to his purpose and 
keeps on painting. Meanwhile the critics 
and public, his friends and family, unani- 
mously insist that he has no talent, that his 
work is bad. What is happening? Obvi- 
ously the past has no influence on him at 
all. He is as immune to discouragement as 
a waterfowl is impervious to rain. The 
future, or the potential, holds him in an 
iron grip. Indeed, if this were not possible, 
life would be wholly conditioned, men 
would be automatons, and reality would 
defeat itself by the infinite regression’ in 
which everything became less and less 
itself until it ended up by being nothing at 
all. Conversely, the opposite fallacy is 
equally bad, when only the future is taken 


as real and man is left to dwell in a world 


where everything, planned in advance, is 
merely drifting into execution or is some 
how being pulled into place. Experience, 
supposed to be more and more “true” as it 
becomes less and less what it is in separa- 
tion from its end-in-view, is caught in the 
infinite regression by which everything 
again ends up as nothing. 

The astrological reflection of this falla- 
cious thinking is found in the notion that 
the aspects, as they get wider and wider, 
have an influence which is less and less, 
This is true from a practical view, but the 
converse is equally true from another point 
of analysis. Astrologers generally have 
sensed this because they have observed an 
important paradox. Thus the aspects, as 
they are strongest, indicate man as he is 
weakest because his acts are then fore 
shadowed with greater immediate irrevo- 
cability, with the consequence that he is 
exercising his creative faculties to a lesser 
degree. The difficulty at this stage is due 
in part to the fatalistic perspective of the 
prior generation in astrology, but what 
must be seen now is that the aspects, as 
they get weaker, are actually stronger in 
the sense of the essential or persisting 
reality of the individual. This is evident 
in everyday experience, where the generally 
stronger man responds to the finest of 
weakest of influences, and where the people 
in whom self-indulgence (or the unbridled 
operation of free will on the more obvious 
levels) is strongest, reveal only a minimal 
response to the broader cosmic necessity. 

Wide aspects show the tendency away 
from the individual factor toward the 
cosmic whole as this becomes the subject 
tive emphasis of an individual within him- 
self, and progressively remove him from 
a literal bondage to the objective trends of 
his situation. The greatest people in the 
world do not have the best charts, but theit 
points of high integration have a marked 
and constant blending with the “wide 
aspect weakness” which is strength of differ- 
ent sort—a social sensitiveness and higher 
vision of the native’s own conscious 4 
willing articulation of the cosmic potential. 
Pythagorean Astrology ultimately requires

The Creative-Mind Approach 


a these days of universal recognition of 
the role which vibratory law and radiation 
play in all aspects of life, it becomes evi- 
dent that a new approach to the ancient 
psychological science of astrology is also 
necessary, one to replace the “supersti- 
tion” of tradition with the knowledge of 
the law which evolved the tradition. 

Now that the tangible has become but 
the “illusion” of the intangible, all form 
but the “shape of things unseen;” each 
house or jewel but the crystallization of 
thought essence in whirling atoms; each 
“thing” the manifest activity of some crea- 
tive aspect of mind, a readjustment of out- 
look on our personal life must clearly be 
forthcoming. 

Through the efforts of our modern scien- 
tists in abstractions, of such men as Ein- 
stein, Jeans, Eddington, Millikan, the 
physicist-surgeon Crile and the Polish 
engineer-physicist Lakhovsky, and count- 
less others, new horizons open daily in the 
realm of Mind. Already the child of today 
thinks in terms of radio-activity, frequency 
and atomic structure and sees the universe 
as a “great thought” of cosmic Mind. The 
mysterious workings of Nature are no 
longer mysterious, and “magic” has ceased 
to be fable when the secrets of her labora- 
tory can bring forth butter or stockings out 
of coal, cloth from milk and practically 
anything desired from the lowly peanut! 
When the mind of man can, through chemi- 
cal analysis and the comprehension of 
tlemental atomic structure, break down any 
given “substance” into its component parts 
and rebuild from these parts according to 
the dictates of his will, it would appear 
that the day has dawned when “Man, know 
thyself” must be added to the agenda of 
our activities, - 

Where it is evident that cosmic Mind is 
the Source of archetypal creativity (through 
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the evolutionary process of gradual unfold- 
ment)—for what we might term primal 
substance or those basic chemical elements 
known through their atomic number as 
hydrogen, oxygen, nitrogen and carbon, 
etc. . . . yet it is even more evident that 
the “civilized” world we live in is but the 
sum total of effects resultant from the 
\collective-creative mind of man, directed by 
his selfish will. And present world condi- 
tions being what they are, this needs a little 
thinking over! 

If, therefore, directed by our willful greed 
and ignorant lack of counting costs, our 
desire-minds have brought forth the pre- 
vailing conditions of universal chaos, hatred, 
bewilderment, fear, wholesale misery, want 
and disease, it would appear obvious that 
the time has likewise come to retire into 
the inner laboratory of our minds, take 
stock, and from the knowledge of our own 
component elements bring forth new com- 
binations of creative thought power. 

It is this way-to-knowledge of our own 
elements which interests us here—for this 
is the very excuse-for-being of astrology. 

Just as the chemist in his laboratory 
had first to analyze, experiment, tabulate 
and break down physical atomic structure 
before he could learn to isolate and re- 
create to build new forms, so must the 
chemist in the mental realms of psychology 
first analyze and experiment to learn the 
nature of his own basic creative elements— 
the living material with which to build new 
environments in new man-made worlds. 

Taking our lead from the findings of our 
more advanced physicists, let us stop for a 
moment to review a few of their funda- 
mental uncoveries in the workings of 
natural law, that by applying their proven 
and accepted theories to the more subtle 
realms of human life—as man is the solar 
system in miniature, the “microcosmic” cor- 
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respondence of the “macrocosm”—we may 
learn valuable hints of procedure. 

Acknowledging first our indebtedness to 
Einstein for his perspective of relativity— 
the “analogy” of the ancient alchemists; to 
Jeans and Eddington for their contribution 
of logical awareness of the cosmic Mind as 
creative Cause;* to Millikan for his dis- 
covery of Cosmic Rays from outer space; 
we come to Crile and Lakhovsky to whom 
we owe the scientific realization of living 
beings as instruments of reception and 
transmission of creative planetary and 
cosmic radiation—a revolutionary step in- 
deed!

From this list of latest additions to our 
storehouse of useful knowledge, we deduce 
the following: 

a. That the key to analytical research 
in “unchartered seas” is the theory of rela- 
tivity—expressed philosophically in the 
ancient Hermetic axiom: “that which is 
above is like unto that which is below.” 

b. The conception of the universe “more 
as a great thought than a great machine.”** 
The same idea which, applied to man, was 
voiced in the words of the Teacher: “As 
a man thinketh in his heart, so is he.”

radiations;” that “a cell consists essential 


ly of a nucleus or central system” and 
“every living cell is essentially dependent 
on its nucleus which is the centre of 
oscillations and gives off radiations . :. If 
the nucleus is destroyed, oscillation ceases 
and the cell dies.” 

Along different lines of investigation, 
Dr. George Crile, the eminent American 
surgeon, arrived at strikingly similar 
conclusions: that electrical energy is the 
fundamental activity in the organization, 
growth and function of cellular life. He 
states that man is a radio-electrical mech- 
anism and it “is clear that radiation pro- 
duces the electric current which operates 
adaptively the organism as a whole, pro 
ducing memory, ‘reason, imagination, 
emotion,” etc. 

“Like Lakhovsky, Crile holds that living cells 
are electric cells functioning as a system of gener- 
ators, inductance lines and insulators, and that the 
role played by radiation and electricity in living 
processes is no more mysterious in man than in 
batteries and dynamos.’”* 

Many of Lakhovsky’s theories were de 
rived from the study of radiations of living 
cells which led to the more profound reali- 
zation of analogous phenomena through- 
out the universe. This recognition of a 
cosmic vibrational interpenetration and 
harmony brought forth the idea of what 
he calls Universion, “a conception of the 
infinitely great, symbolized by the bound- 
less universe; and of the: infinitely small, 
the granule of electrified matter, symbdl- 
ized by the ion which is a world in itself. 
The infinitely great of the universe is, in 
fact, nothing but the ‘integration of im 
finitely small ions.” 

He says further: “We have already pointed 
out that sunlight forms but a very small part of 
the whole range of vibrations originating pattly 
from the sun and partly from the stars and evel 
the Milky Way. It is impossible to deny the 
influence of the stars in this connection. 
tides occurring twice a day, by the combined 
action of the moon and the sun, show that 
most extensive mechanical work taking place 00 
earth is of astral origin. . . . 

“According to Professor Millikan, the origin of 
ultra-penetrating radiation is due to the most 
varied molecular and atomic changes occu 
throughout space. It is the reason why he

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made use of the general term ‘cosmic radiation. 
Thus the interplanetary vacuum is but a fiction 
since it appears to be filled throughout by cosmic 
waves radiated by all the stars and asteroids, by 
nebulae and even by the Milky Way... . 

“All the manifestations of energy on earth of 
which we have knowledge, directly or indirectly, 
are but emanations of these cosmic rays which 
constitute the only possible intersidereal vehicles. 
Let us also bear in mind that the presence of 
terrestrial elements, the concentration of matter 
and the appearance of life, both animate and 
inanimate, are but manifestations of these rays.” 


By translating these terms into those of 
the human equation, man is seen to be a 
living creative organism, the receiver and 
transmitter of life or death giving radiations 
—according to the building or destroying 
intent of his directing focus. 

The “central nucleus,” upon which each 
individual ‘“‘cell” in the collective body of 
Humanity is dependent for its life, is the 
heart, for “if this nucleus is destroyed 
oscillation ceases and the cell dies.” And 
like the life giving nucleus of our system, 
the solar “heart,” this centre of life in 
the human system, is likewise a receiver, 
generator and transmitter of electro-mag- 
netic radiations; attracting and receiving 
the various qualities of radiation of all 
frequencies ceaselessly transversing our at- 
mosphere, to send them forth again, 
directed—yet unconsciously in most part— 
towards the focus point of the “creative” 
mind—as mind is the directing agency 
of all radiation. 

This complex “mechanism” of the hu- 
man “solar system” is seen through analogy 
to be but a miniature universe complete 
within itself, The heart, as the nucleus 
of life in the “cell,” is that which gives 
the qualifying identification to the cell; 
as one filled with the growth-giving 
power of life or on its way to extinction, 
dependent upon its power to keep alive 
the nucleus and its power of radiation. 

The planetary “electrons” circulating 
about the central nucleus—which are also 
centres of transmission of radiations of 
various frequencies—are the generating 
centres of qualifying oscillation located 
physically in the glands of the endocrine 

‘chain.” These are the various “sources” 
and centres of desire, emotion, creative 


imagination, growth, reason and intuition, 
etc. ... , these “planetary” centres in 
turn being the receiving and sending sta- 
tions for radiations from interplanetary 
space of a like “frequency.” 

In other words, it was this theory of 
“like attracts like” or the necessary sym- 
pathetic alignment through a common 
frequency, which inspired the ancients to 
associate the various planetary forces with 
certain characteristic qualities, in turn 
“tuned into” through the corresponding 
“planetary” centre in man. In accord 
with this conception, each qualifying 
centre of subjective energy was held to 
be under the rulership of a specific “deity” 
—-personified under this guise to repre- 
sent the embodied characteristics associ- 
ated with this creative force. Hence, Mars, 
the “god of war,” was the force centered 
in the solar plexus, the seat of all aggres- 
sive emotion and desire. This centre 
was the contactor, energizer and trans- 
mitter of the fiery force of emotional 
impulse. Focused and acting through the 
energy of this centre, man became either 
the conqueror of the conquered; the mas- 
ter of his aggressive desires or one slain 
on the battlefields of the lower desire 
world. 

Viewing this human organism as a 
highly atuned radio-active instrument, it 
is clear that it must be studied, analyzed, 
and the key to, its working mechanism 
discovered, before it can adequately be 
utilized. Otherwise, it becomes but an 
uncontrolled transmitter of all types of 
radiation, thus adding to the general dis- 
turbance in the “atmospheric” conditions 
of life, causing all manner of disequili- 
brium, such as the present physical and 
social disturbances of disease and war- 
fare—individual, group, class, national or 
racial as the case may be. 

Both Crile and Lakhovsky are convinced 
by the results of their investigations that 
all disease is but the “oscillatory disequili- 
brium of bodily cells.” All conflict being 
in kind but a “war of radiation.” As 
Lakhovsky writes: “Variations in the field 
of cosmic radiation bring about a state 
of disequilibrium in living cells which can 
no longer oscillate according to their 
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natural frequency. The ultimate result 
of this sequence of events may manifest 
itself in the distressing phenomena of 
cancer.” The paralleling moral cancer 
from which the world is suffering today 
is likewise but the outgrowth of disequili- 
brium among the aggregate of living 
“cells” in the collective body, due to the 
radiations of abnormal growth of some cells 
at the expense of others; in other words, 
the disequilibrium in the “natural fre- 
quency” of the life pattern due to the 
misuse and misdirection of certain power- 
ful radiations directed through the desire 
of certain cells to encroach and grow at 
the expense of others. This disequilibrium 
sets up a series of destructive “waves” 
which cause the separation of the living 
cells; with the progressed perspective of 
eventual destruction of the greater part 
of the body of Humanity unless it can 
be checked. 


The mission therefore of modern scien- 
tific astrology is to provide the means of 
pscho-analytical investigation by which we 
may ascertain beyond question the quali- 
tative nature of our living causal chemical 
elements, with the objective ever in view 
that through their understanding and sub- 
sequent mastery we may learn to rebuild 
new thought-made worlds to live in. 


Graced by the total lack of false pride 
which characterizes the true investigator, 
we find Lakhovsky writing on this subject: 


“From the earliest times the influence of the 
stars on human life has been recognized. When 
stience was undeveloped these notions, essentially 
intuitive and empirical, gave birth to astrology. 
At the present time, in view of our scientific 
knowledge, it need hardly be stressed that all 
these beliefs and observations should be rigorously 
examined. 


“In the preceding chapter a new concept, which 
we named Universion, was discussed. This may 
be regarded as a kind of substratum in which 
cosmic waves of all frequencies are propagated 
in all directions. The cosmic waves emanate 
directly oy indirectly from the stars and it is 
clear that since they come from multitudinous 
Sources and penetrate everywhere, they must have 
& spontaneous influence on our living conditions 
as they have already been shown to have an 
effect in the domain of physical phenomena.”

a consideration of the vision factors, shown 
by the wide aspects from the seven-degree 
point of separation on, although any horo- 
scope can be interpreted fully, for all 
practical guidance in life, by a considera 
tion of the volitional side alone. The 
broader view merely lifts the veil for an 
analysis of the highest potentials, and 
thereby gives an added dimension to astro 
logical practice. 


The Dynamic Cycle of the Aspects 


If the degree of separation in the natal 
chart is revealing, is not the arc of approach 
and separation in progressions, transits and 
all the directional systems of equal signifi- 
cance? Obviously it is, and the aspect 
values provide a scale for the directional 
influence in the case of any two planets, as 
one approaches, overtakes and passes on 
beyond the place of the other. The follow- 
ing table provides a means for charting the 
onset and waning of any given influence.

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Astrology: A Definition 


E domno the year 1900, Max Planck 
presented to the world his Quantum 
Theory in an effort to explain certain 
baffling phenomena of atomic physics. It 
had been discovered that light of high 
vibratory rate liberates electrons from the 
metal on which it ‘happens to fall. Care- 
ful\observation and experiments indicated 
that the higher the vibratory rate the 
higher the velocity of the liberated elec- 
trons. 

The quantum theory postulated an atom 
oscillatory in nature which emits energy in 
acyclic manner; the greater the frequency 
of the oscillation—i.e., the higher the vibra- 
tory rate—the more powerful the impulse 
of energy. This theory proved out in such 
a way that it constituted a considerable 
revolution in the world of science, and 
probably would not have gained general 
acceptance had not Dr. Einstein confirmed 
it mathematically. Bohr later confirmed it 
experimentally, Although the quantum 
theory has many puzzling difficulties that 
are not yet overcome, it has gone a long 
way toward turning the attention of science 
away from a consideration of atoms of 
matter to a consideration of atoms of 
energy. 

Dr. Crile and Dr. Cohn have taken this 
quantum principle and developed it to the 
point where they have been able to prove 
that the nervous system of man is a radio 
broadcasting set. (The report of Dr. Edwin 
J. Cohn to the American Chemical Society, 
Kansas City, April 12, 1936.) 

_ Acell of living matter has a nucleus that 
is positively charged, which is surrounded 
by a negatively charged substance called 
cytoplasm. These positive and negative 
potentials are separated by a semi-perme- 
able membrane having the power to store 
and conduct the potentials of energy, thus 
making of each cell a tiny electro-dynamo. 
That means that each cell of the human 
body (or any cell of protoplasm) emits 
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energy of extremely high vibratory rate, 
which creates or manufactures energy 
potentials in the same way an electric 
powerhouse produces potentials of elec- 
tricity. It has been found that this process 
is most active in the cells of the nervous 
system. This, considered in the light of the 
discovery that this bio-chemical phenome- 
non is reversible, means that the nervous 
system of man is also a radio receiving set. 


Velocity Not Uniform 


As a planet moves in its orbit around the 
sun its velocity is not uniform, due to the 
fact that the orbit is elliptical. When the 
planet reaches its aphelion it moves most 
slowly, and at its perihelion it moves fastest. 
The greater the velocity of the planet, the 
greater the mass. A planet moves with a 
varying velocity, a varying mass, and a 
varying energy. For the same laws that 
apply to an electron moving around a nu- 
cleus apply to a planet moving around the 
sun. 

Dr. Einstein’s Restricted Principle of 
Relativity postulates the theory that the 
mass of a body increases with its velocity, 
in such a ratio that at the speed of light 
the mass becomes infinite. This has been 
experimentally proved with the alpha- and 
beta-particles or radium. The ratio e/m of 
the particle varies with its velocity. The 
commonly given value of e/m—1.77x10" 
electromagnetic units—is understood to be 
the value when m is the rest mass of the 
particle. Considering this value as m,, at 
half the velocity of light, the mass of the 
particle is shown to be 1.15m,, or about 
one-seventh greater; and this mass in- 
creases progressively until, at the velocity 
of light, it is infinite. This means that mass 
and energy are synonymous. 

Returning to the solar system, it has been 
observed that the oscillating radiant energy 
of a planet can be divided into twelve 
distinct phases or degrees of energy, just as 
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there are twelve distinct tones of energy in 
the musical scale; and further, because of 
the difference of the comparative mass of 
the various planets (due to the eccentrici- 
ties of their orbits, etc.) each planet pos- 
sesses inherently a type of energy that is 
distinct from that of the other planets. 
Perhaps the most famous series of observa- 
tions of these energies is the Anu-Enlil 
Observations of the Chaldeans. For a con- 
tinuous period of one thousand years a 
record of the important events of the earth 
was kept together with the zodiacal positions 
of the planets at the time of the happening. 

The atmosphere of the earth varies in its 
density with its distance from the earth. If 
the atmospheric density at the earth’s 
surface (sea level) is taken as 1, 4 miles 
above the earth’s surface it is .5, at 8 
miles it is .25, at 12 miles it is .125, etc. 

It has been shown in optics that when 
a particle of light passes from a rarer 
medium to a denser one, the denser medium 
offers resistance to the passage of the par- 
ticle to a greater degree, the effectiveness 
of such resistance depending on the velocity 
of the particle and its degree of obliquity 
to the medium through which it is passing. 
A particle of light coming from a planet 
and passing through the earth’s atmosphere 
to a given point of reception on the earth’s 
surface will vary in its degree of deflection, 
or refraction, from about 35’ if the planet 
is at the horizon to zero if the planet is at 
the mid-heaven. Thus, taking any given 
point on the earth’s surface at any given 
time, the radiant energy from the planets 
impinging on that spot at that time varies 
~—with the spot and the time—in intensity 
and nature, depending on the properties of 
the planet at that time. Because the planets 
exert a varying forceful influence on each 
other due to the difference in the elements 
of their orbits, these resultant forces must 
also be considered. The astrological terms 
for these relative positions of the planets 
are house position and aspect. 

The fact of these integrating, heterodyn- 
ing potentials of force has been proven by 
experiments with high frequency particles 
of energy, in which the paths of these 
particles have been photographed. 

These disturbing potentials may be 


computed, in the case of our solar system, 
using the same experimentally proven laws 
of atomic physics, The quantity and direc- 
tion of such perturbation might be ex 
pressed as: planet 2’s action on planet 1 is 
to sun’s action on planet 1 as planet 2’ 
action on planet 1 x sun’s action on square 
of planet 1 x planet 2’s mass squared is to 
sun x cube of planet 2’s mass x sun’s mass, 
or GP, : SP, : : GP, . SP,*. Py»? : SPs 
Sm. Instead of representing these forces as 
a mathematical quantity, the science of 
astrology, through tabulated observation 
covering many years, has translated these 
mathematical figures into causes which pro- 
duce certain effects in man. 

The horoscope of a person is a diagram- 
matic representation of the concurrent non- 
coplanar energies just outlined, and the 
person himself with his inherent traits, 
urges, and desires is the result of these 
energies. These units of energies, in astro- 
logical terminology, are called the positions 
of the planets by sign, the house positions, 
and the aspects formed by the planets; or 
the progressed aspects, if the day to day 
energies are referred to. 

These energies determine the potentials 
of the molecular particles that are formed 
in the foetus, and cause the particles to 
retain these potentials as they are under- 
going the process of fixation; every addition 
of molecules to the core of molecules al- 
ready solidified into cells and organs pro- 
ceeding according to the extraterrestial 
forces acting on them, and in agreement 
with the quantum theory: each molecule 
and group of molecules vibrating to theit 
own orbits, however they might be imbued. 
In other words, every molecule of proto 
plasm has certain lines of force by which 
it is formed, and the molecules form them- 
selves into cells and groups of cells accord- 
ing to their lines of force. The lines of 
force—determined by the potential—vary 
in different molecules, and different groups 
of molecules, manifesting as bone or blood, 
as a robust, healthy organism or a congenital 
malformation, as a liking for nature of 
science. 


Man A Free Agent 
However, due to the fact that man is 4 
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willing, reasoning, free agent, it is impos- 
sible for astrology to make specific state- 
ments. According to the Principle of 
Indeterminacy (Heisenberg and: Bohr), 
whatever it is that determines the quantum 
is something that is entirely outside the 
domain of scientific determination, hence 
indeterminable. The particles of astrologi- 
cal energy are existent on the boundary line 
of velocities between those of the physical 
world and those of the non-physical world. 
Since these particles happen to be of such 
a nature, the degree to which they affect a 
person—according to the mechanics of the 
Principle of Indeterminacy and in agree- 
ment with the quantum theory—is deter- 
mined by the degree to which the person 
exercises His prerogatives as a free agent. 


Astrology can say that certain events will 
potentially be present, or that those events 
will have a tendency to affect a certain 
department of the life, or that conditions 
will be more fortunate or less fortunate than 
usual, or that events will be more significant 
or less significant. If the astrologer goes 
beyond that, he transcends the astrological 
quantum, and the astrologer must stay 
within the boundaries of the quantum lest 
his science degenerate into a guessing game 
that is not pure astrology. 


“Very briefly here, in three paragraphs, 
is stated what Standard Astrology does, 
and what it does not do: 


“1, The birth-chart does not map 
SPECIFIC EVENTS. But it does map 
PREDISPOSITIONS towards the types of 
conditions and events which will affect each 
of the 12 departments of the life. 


“2. Progressed aspects do not map 
SPECIFIC EVENTS. But they do map 
ENERGY RELEASES of definite types 
during limited periods of time which can be 
‘predetermined, These energies, during such 
periods of release, expend themselves in 
the work of bringing into the life conditions 
and events of their particular type, har- 
mony, or discord, and relating to one or 
more of the departments of life with which 
they are associated as revealed by the 
houses ruled by the planets mapping the 
energies released. . 


“3. With sufficient knowledge of Condi- 
tioning (how events which have happened 
since birth have affected him) and the 
present Physical Environment (as offering 
facilities for one specific event and resisting 
other specific events), it often is possible 
to predict specific events, not because spe- 
cific events are inevitable, but because in 
the given physical environment the possi- 
bilities may be much more than 100 to 1 
that the character as modified since birth, 
when -it receives the type of energies re- 
leased during a given period by definite 
progressed aspects, will attract these SPE- 
CIFIC EVENTS rather than others.”*

Before analyzing our summation of re- 
search results, perhaps a few words should 
be said on the difference in significance 
between what we shall call the elements 
of Zodiacal chemistry and the motivating 
radiations of the planets. Much con- 
fusion being evident in the minds of the 
“unaddicted,” between the planets and 
their “houses,” we might suggest that they 
be regarded in the same relationship 
which would exist between other “tenants” 
and their domiciles of permanent ownership 
or temporary lease.

‘3 parents of the Aries boy whose 
chart is shown moved to Buenos Aires fou: 
years ago. The boy completed his high 
school education in this city in November 
1941. His mother writes that “until his 
senior year, his subjects had been general— 
it was then that he decided to specialize in 
chemistry. Our original plans were to have 
him complete the Junior College course 
offered down here and then to enter the 
company as a junior partner, which doesn’t 
seem to appeal tohim. Does his chart show 
talent along his chosen line, and if left to 
his own resources, will he be able to over- 
come the terrific inferiority complex he 
_now and always has had?” 
The psychological angle of this problem 
is exceedingly interesting and an examina- 
tion of the chart from this standpoint 


should be an object lesson for students, 
The so-called “inferiority complex” is asso- 
ciated most frequently with Saturn or Nep- 
tune in close afflicting aspect with the lights 
(most often in conjunction). Saturn or 
Neptune rising can, other things considered, 
give an unsureness in the approach to life. 
There are other’ configurations and signs 
which may be involved in cases where the 
native is basically insecure, but a heavy 
“fire” emphasis in itself is almost a denial 
that a deeply rooted feeling of inferiority 
rules the life. The Moon in Pisces is 
moody and often uncertain, but in this 
case, the Moon is conjunct Uranus—a 
thoroughly individualistic and unusually 
independent position. Neptune is just 
above the Ascendent, to be sure; however, 
Neptune is connected in the Grand Fire 
Trine and Leo, the sign which holds both 
Neptune and the Ascendent, is one of the 
signs which takes its superiority for granted. 
Four planets, Sun, Venus, Jupiter and Mars, 
are exceptionally strong by sign. As far 
as the natal chart goes, we can safely rule 
out an “inferiority complex.” 

Yet there must be some foundation for 
the mother’s statement—some outward 
manifestation that would lead one to believe 
that an inner unsureness directs the actions. 
In our opinion, lacking additional data 
which might shed further light on the sub- 
ject, the only feasible explanation of what 
could be mistaken as an inferiority com 
plex must be based on the “isolated” condi- 
tion of Saturn in the 3rd house, coupled 
with the heavy transits of the past nine 
years, 

With Saturn in the 3rd house, it is very 
possible that the native may be less than 
normally inclined to form contacts in his 
daily environment. Aries is not a gregarious 
sign unless other factors in the chart point 
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to social inclinations. Adults often mis- 
understand the “lone wolf” instinct when 
it crops up in a child. (It should be under- 
stood here that we are not referring to chil- 
dren who are unable to make normal social 
adjustments). The 3rd house position of 
Saturn could also indicate a tendency on 
the part of the native to “belittle” his 
accomplishments; this could be true espe- 
cially with a Leo Ascendent which might 
“belittle” in order to hear the reverse. Leo 
is quite sure of his superiority, but he wants 
constant evidence that other people also 
recognize his value—so much so that he is 
often not above seeking praise, either de- 
liberately or unconsciously following this 
urge for corroboration. 

From the standpoint of transits, there 
has been little let-up of Saturnian influ- 
ence since 1933 when Saturn moved well 
into Aquarius, the 7th house sign (admit- 
tedly a difficult transit, and doubly so for 
a child) at the time Uranus was transiting 
natal Mercury. During the years between 
the 11th and 17th birthdays, years of ad- 
justment in any case, this boy has been sub- 
jected to Saturn transits over the natal 
Moon, Uranus, Sun and Mercury. These 
transits would undoubtedly put a severe 
test on his self-confidence in the world 
around him, especially when one considers 
that he also had to make the adjustment 
of a move to a foreign country at the same 
time. It is quite possible that he feels un- 
certain—but this is a feeling of the in- 
security of people and circumstances—it is 
not a basic unsureness~of self, a “bred-in- 
the-bone” of the natal chart variety, and it 
should not continue beyond the spring of 
this year. 

The native has made an excellent choice 
in profession; he should be successful either 
as a chemical engineer or as: a research 
worker in this field. Medicine is also a 
definite possibility. He would make a fine 
Surgeon (Mars in Capricorn trine 10th 
house Venus) or a pediatrician who should 
be able to win the confidence of children 
easily (Jupiter on the 5th cusp trine Sun 
and Ascendent). In any case, the boy. 
should be in a profession rather than in 
business, He is rot only an extreme indi- 
Vidualist, but he also lacks the instinct for 


pushing his own interests which is an essen- 
tial factor in modern business (no planets 
in air). 


Virgo 


As an illustration of Sun sign emphasis, 
the four following Virgo natives provide 
interesting comparisons, The first three 
belong to ‘the generation of Virgo natives 
who came under the influence of the Nep- 
tune transit through their Sun sign very 
early in life. 

The Vocational Department affords an 
unusual opportunity to study one phase of 
the influence of this transit. The number 
of Virgo natives seeking vocational advice 
runs above average; the ambitions of the 
younger generation are almost without 
exception extremely vague, while many of 
the older generation have become dis- 
satisfied or have lost their moorings durin 
the past fourteen years. 


V.L....1 was born September 15, 1924 
at 1:45 A.M., 93 W., 41 N. For three 
years I have had the ambition to become an 
actor and have planned my life accordingly. 
Do my signs show any future in this field 
for me? 


This young man, like the Aries native 
whose chart is shown, has a Grand Trine in 
Fire. Leo also rises in this case, with Venus 
conjunct the Ascendent. Here, the Moon 
is near the midheaven. This position of the 
Moon is considered excellent for the stage, 
and it is possible that some progress in this 
line may be achieved if the boy manages 
to break away from home ties (Saturn in 
the 4th house square Venus, ruler of the 
4th, on the Ascendent). The important 
point here is for the native to learn to act 
first and talk about his plans later. In the 
long run, this native would be a better 
director than an actor, for the critical 
faculties in the chart are more highly de- 
veloped than the creative. 


P. D. D....My son was born on Sep- 
tember 7, 1924, 3:10 A.M., 28 N., 82 W, 
and at present is attending school away 
from home. My son’s reaction as to what 
vocation he would like to follow is usually 
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divided between aviation or leading and 
Singing with his own band. 


This boy is not only born in the same 
month and year as the foregoing native— 
he also has Leo rising. The house positions 
of the planets, with the exception of the 
Moon, are the same, although Venus and 
Saturn occupy different signs. Venus here 
is in Cancer, sextile Mercury, and the 
Moon in Sagittarius occupies the 5th house 
with Jupiter. The creative ability is much 
greater than in the previous case, and the 
music should definitely be developed as the 
profession. This boy could also teach, and 
given the environment, could lean toward 
religion or reform in the political field. 


H.S. B.... My son was born Septem- 
ber 12, 1926, at 11:37 A.M., 75 W., 40 N. 
To date he has shown interest in art— 
music and airplane design. He is not inter- 
ested in flying a plane. He is very quiet 
and does not mix well with those of his own 
age—seems to prefer older people. 


Here too the leaning is toward the arts. 
Tt is just as well that the boy has no desire 
to be a pilot—Jupiter highly afflicted in 
the 3rd house in opposition to Neptune, 
equally afflicted in the 9th, is hardly a 
choice configuration for aviation, although 
aviation design is not unfavorable. The 
Moon conjunct Saturn in the 12th house, 
and Mars, ruler of the 5th, both make 
powerful harmonious aspects to the elevated 
Sun in the 10th. However, these planets 
rule the 2nd and 8th houses, adding em- 
phasis to the business ability of the chart. 
This boy should work in an advisory or 
adjustment capacity, but in a position 
where responsibility would rest directly on 
his shoulders. The business management 
courses now offered would cover the educa- 
tional requirements for almost any position 
he might later choose. He could handle any 
kind of a complaint desk—this means any- 
thing from a credit or insurance adjuster to 
a labor relations executive. The danger 
here is that the native may follow Mars in 
the 6th house, jump at the first chance 
that comes along and let education go hang. 
He can be very stubborn at times (Grand 


Square in fixed signs) and can stick to his 
guns even though experience may prove 
over and over that his position is wrong 
(the fixed square in cadent houses). The 
mother should insist that her son finish his 
education—there can be no substitute for 
logic in this case where the boy has excel- 
lent judgment as long as his head is dic- 
tating action. 


G. W.... After teaching the 3rd, 4th 
and 5th grades for three years in public 
school, a work I enjoyed and in which I 
was successful, I resigned for no apparent 
reason. 

In 1925 I entered the Western Union 
School to train for a position as automatic 
operator. After two years work I was 
transferred at my request. Although work- 
ing conditions were never pleasant after 
the change, I maintained an unusual de- 
gree of accuracy and know that my services 
were valuable to the company. 

On September 18, 1940 I was dismissed 
without a minute’s notice. All the em- 
ployees knew that the dismissal was im 
retaliation for my having served as presi- 
dent of a labor organization within the 
company.

It should be noted that this Virgo native 
has been engaged in professions which in 
general would be classed as more typical 
of Virgo. Her trouble was not in the 
choice of vocation; evidently, she has been 
efficient and happy enough in her work. 
The problem here is one of “position” 
rather thar profession. Although Virgo is 
not one of the executive signs, this gitl, 
like V. L., has the Moon in Aries, and unl- 
less she holds either a minor executive posi- 
tion or one in which she is to some extent 
her own boss, she is liable to get into “hot 
water” wherever she works. 

Like all the 6th and 8th house sun-moon 
combinations, the Virgo-Aries polarity calls 
for a maximum of “adjustment”. The

Winter Depletion 


I. is common to hear people complain 
that in winter they tend to get run down 
and lose their normal vitality, and that this 
subjects them to colds and various minor 
ailments. This condition, which is so often 
present, at least in some degree, is not alto- 
gether the result of lower temperatures. In 
even higher measure it is due to lack of 
the ultra-violet rays of sunlight which, be- 
cause the sun is so far south, do not reach 
the northern hemisphere abundantly, and 
even when they do are screened off by city 
smoke, and walled off by the glass windows 
that let the visible sunlight into office build- 
ings and dwellings where people spend most 
of their winter time. And it is further 
aggravated by the greater difficulty of pro- 
curing foods rich in calcium content at this 
time of year. 

Some people are much less affected by 
these conditions than others. Those who 
are most affected, according to the charts in 
the Church of Light files, are those who 
have heavy afflictions to Saturn, and Mer- 
cury or one of the upper-octave planets 
prominent in their charts. And they are 
most affected in this manner when some 
progressed aspect to Saturn is present at 
the same time Mercury or one of the upper- 
octave planets is afflicted by progressed 
aspect. 

Saturn rules the minerals which must be 
Present in the body to keep it healthy, 
particularly calcium, the great stabilizer. 
And any progressed aspect to a birth-chart 
afflicted Saturn tends to cause the indi- 
vidual to fail to provide in his diet all the 
essential elements necessary for health, and 
especially tends toward a deficient supply of 

cium. 

Now calcium constitutes a larger pro- 
Portion of the body weight than does any 
other of the mineral elements. And even 
as Saturn rules those traits which stabilize 


the character, and the skeleton which 
stabilizes the body, so does calcium exer- 
cise a stabilizing effect upon the chemistry 
of the blood stream and nerves. 

To be more definite, there are a number 
of mineral salts which play an important 
part in the physical body, due largely to 
their electrical properties. Potassium, 
sodium, magnesium, iron, copper, manga- 
nese and calcium are important for proper 
nutrition combined as phosphates, car- 
bonates, chlorides, etc. Unless properly 
controlled, the intake of some of these 
minerals tend to develop chemical im- 
balances. And it is the special function of 
calcium to correct such inorganic lack of 
equilibrium in the body, in whatever direc- 
tion it may occur. For instance, any un- 
usual condition produced by excesses of 
sodium or potassium is corrected by an 
increase of calcium; too much magnesium 
induces a general state of relaxation, and 
this may be overcome by additional cal- 
cium; and a proper balance between 
calcium and phosphorus is essential for the 
proper functioning of nerves and brain, 

This regulating the amount of calcium 
in the blood and the way it functions in 
the tissues is carried out by four little 
glands, each about the size of a grain of 
rice, distributed about the thyroid glands. 
These are the parathyroid glands. Insuf- 
ficient of its hormone, called parathyrin, 
causes the bones to soften, the nails to be- 
come brittle, the teeth to fail, and the 
person to become excessively nervous and 
excitable. In infancy insufficient of this 
hormone, or insufficient calcium and phos- 
phorus, or inability to handle calcium, gives 
rise to the disease known as rickets. 

The parathyroid glands respond to 
thought-cell activity inaugurated by Mer- 
cury, Uranus, Neptune or Pluto. People 
who are sensitive are those with one or more 
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of these four planets—usually more than 


one—so prominent that the activity of the’ 


corresponding thought-cells within their 
unconscious minds tends to deplete their 
supply of parathyrin, which is the name of 
the hormone secreted by these glands. 
Calcium neutralizes the influence of sodium 
and other elements in their tendency to 
irritate the nerves and make them -unduly 
sensitive. But depletion of parathyrin re- 
sults in inability to handle calcium, with 
resulting nervousness. 

The thought-cell activity tending to para- 
thyrin depletion may be mapped by the 
birth-chart or progressed afflictions to one 
of the four mentioned planets, or it may be 
due to conscious thinking of the type ruled 
by one of them. Ordinarily, however, the 
thought-cell activity within the soul is re- 
flected in the trend of the conscious think- 
ing. Friction or conflicts of any kind 
within the mind, and over mental activity, 
tend to disturb the proper action of the 
parathyroids, and induce a neurotic state. 
The removal of the parathyroid gland re- 
sults in a nervous disorder called tetany.

Now for building healthy nerve tissue, 
Vitamin B-1 is essential. And as the neces- 
sity to build or repair nervous tissue is 
greater when Mercury, Uranus, Neptune or 
Pluto is afflicted, so should the intake of 
B-1 increase. But as it is getting so much 


publicity at the present moment as thé 
vitamin which strengthens morale, no fur 
ther notice need be taken of it here than 
to point-out that if the water in which foods 
are boiled is thrown away, the Vitamin B-l 
may be lost, and that long exposure to heat 
destroys it. 

The bones and nerves, however, must 
have both calcium and phosphorus, and 
both are handled by parathyrin. And 
neither calcium nor phosphorus can he 
thought into the body. Proper thinking 
may attract the individual to a calcium 
supply, and most foods containing calcium 
also contain phosphorus. But when due 
to the though-cell activity stimulated bya 
progressed aspect to Mercury, Uranus, 
Neptune or Pluto, reserves of calcium have 
been drawn from the bones until such sup- 
plies are no longer adequate, the only way 
nervous control can be reestablished, and 
that run-down condition overcome, is 
through furnishing the system with a better 
supply of calcium. 

Yet an individual may drink a quart of 
milk a day, and eat hard cheese, outer cab- 
bage leaves, turnip tops, molasses, almonds, 
soy beans and other foods high in calcium 
content, and he will be little better off 
unless his parathyroid secretion is sufficient 
to handle the calcium; and his parathy- 
roids will not produce sufficient parathyrin 
for this purpose unless they are supplied 
with Vitamin D. 

By proper thinking, one can take the 
strain from the parathyroid glands. And 
when the strain is removed, there will be 
less tendency to deplete the parathyrin 
supply. But to function normally, and to 
handle calcium and phosphorus, Vitamin D 
must be present, obtained from sterols 
irradiated by ultra violet rays. 

In the skin of man there is such 4 
sterol. And when the skin is exposed to 
sunlight or ultra-violet light, it yields Vita 
min D. Certain fish livers also are rich im 
Vitamin D. Cod liver oil has thus been used 
for decades in the cure of rickets because 
of its Vitamin D. Other fish livers have the 
same properties but usually in lesser degree. 
Mackerel liver oil and halibut liver oil con- 
tain about half the Vitamin D, white sea 
bass liver about one third the Vitamin D, D, 
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and salmon liver about one fiftieth the 
Vitanfin D, that is contained in cod liver 
oil. 


In winter time, even when the diet fur- 
nishes as much calcium and Vitamin B-1 
as in summer, most people get less of the 
ultra-violet rays of the sun on their skins, 
and as a consequence manufacture less 
Vitamin D. As a result their parathyroid 
glands are unable to handle the calcium 
and phosphorus necessary to stabilize the 
nerves and keep up the general morale. 
They feel run down, catch cold easily, and 
are irritated at trifles. For this part of the 
difficulty the treatment is to supply more 
Vitamin D. 


Those who go in for dosing themselves 
with Vitamin D, or for the extensive use 
of ultra-violet lamps, however, should 
recognize that Vitamin D is not harmless 
when taken into the system in too great 
amounts. Excessive sunburn produces a 
toxic condition and, while there is no dan- 
ger of getting too much in ordinary foods, 
excessive dosing with Vitamin D is de- 
cidedly injurious to the health, 


The effect of deficiency of calcium and 
Vitamin D on children is more pronounced 
because they must handle so much more 
calcium while the bones are growing. But 
adults, usually without being aware of the 
cause, also suffer. The example chart used 
here is that of a little girl born December 
27, 1929, 11:16 p.m, CST., 84:30 W. 39 N. 
She developed rickets when ten months old, 
for which date the chart is progressed, The 
condition was not overcome for a year and 
ahalf. Saturn in the birth-chart is con- 
junction Sun, indicating a tendency to 
calcium deficiency. By progression it is 
trine Neptune, one of the upper-octave 
planets, Even though supplied with cal- 
cum foods and Vitamin D, the strain on 
the parathyroids was too great for recovery 
until progressed Sun moved beyond influ- 
encing her through it square to Uranus. 


All that can be done with food is to 
afford the optimum facilities of work for 


the glands and other functions. But if at 
the same time they are continually dis- 
tressed by discordant thought-cell activity, 
they will find it difficult or impossible to 
maintain health in spite of any physical 
assistance that may be afforded. 

Whenever the tendency to over cerebral 
activity is present, or the feeling of high 
nervous tension, a deliberate effort should 
be made to get into the mood of trust, faith, 
optimism and genial good will to all which 
is characteristic of , Jupiter thought-cell 
activity. Because employed for this defi- 
nite purpose, this will add the energy of 
the Jupiter thofights directly to the thought- 
cells responsible for the cerebral activity or 
nervousness. The resulting thought-element 
combination is harmonious, and to the 
extent it is thus formed will the resulting 
thought-cell activity relieve parathyroid 
strain and nerve tension and work for a 
healthy condition,

\ ITH the “Battle for the World” 


now raging unchecked from continent to 
continent and sea to sea, all international 
events, whether military, economic, political 
ot psychological, are closely bound up one 
with another. As a result men are learning 
to think in spatial terms, since far away 
regions are closely linked with our personal 
fates. The rapidity of modern communica- 
tion is endowing us with a new Time-Sense. 
To appreciate the dramatic interplay of 
events spread in seeming confusion over 
the planet, we have had recourse to a new 
| tool in astrological analysis which shall be 
wed consistently from month to month in 
forecasting the pattern of “coming events.” 
The passage of the Moon over the Sun’s 
face—a solar eclipse—or of’ Mercury across 
sun’s disc—a Mercury transit—have 
certain areas in which they are visible on 
the earth. When this regional placement 
S correlated with its zodiacal position in 
Space; it becomes possible to forecast the 
place as well the time of occurrences. 
Writing in the October 1941 issue of

pointed out that the November 11-12, 1940 
Mercury Transit culminated over the 
Pacific—on the Ascendant in the Far East, 
the Descendent in the Americas, therefore, 
“the Jupiter and Saturn passages opposite 
the ‘40 Transit this spring (1940) suggest 
that shipping will be to the fore even if we 
don’t get into the War. On the basis of 
1914-1917 our Crisis should be Pacific and 
not Atlantic (it may be both)... .” Ina 
long addendum to the article, which was 
written in February 1940, the addendum 
later—it was pointed out that very im- 
portant developments in communications of 
all kinds did occur between April 11th 
(when Jupiter made its opposition) and 
May 19th (when Saturn made its first 
opposition). 

A similar stimulation occurred prior to 
our entry into World War I, At the time 
of our midterm elections in November, 
1914, a Mercury Transit culminated over 
the Atlantic—on the Ascendant in the 
Americas, on Europe’s Descendent—and 
when Jupiter came to the opposition in 
April, 1917, we declared war against Ger- 
many. 
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Japan 


As anticipated, the War has come to us 
in the Pacific this time. Saturn retrogrades 
back to a Stationary position in opposition 
to the transit on January 23rd, having 
stimulated the affairs connected with the 
Transit—shipping and supply in the Pacific 
—in a state of increasing “activation” in 
the interval. Therefore, the period from 
November until the beginning of Spring 
finds immense emphasis on communications 
of all types in the Pacific and adjacent 
areas, a period of mobilization (Mercury) 
for the great struggle ahead. This should 
be especially true in February, since a 
Grand Trine is made by Neptune in the 
end of Virgo, the New Moon of January 
16th in the last decanate of Capricorn, and 
Uranus nearing a stationary place in 
Taurus coupled in a loose conjunction with 
Saturn. 

Emperor Hirohito of Japan was crowned 
November 10th to 14th, 1928; during 
January and February, Saturn opposes the 
Sun at the time of his coronation, therefore 
the period will be distinctly unfavorable 
for Japan. On November 12th, during the 
coronation ceremonies, a partial Solar 
eclipse (74% total) shadowed Europe and 
Western Asia. The heaviest shadow over 
north Russia indicates Japanese concern 
over Russia, and aid to Russia through 
Archangel. The conjunction of Mars to 
Saturn on February 22nd indicates an 
especially unfavorable time for Japan. 


On the Map, note the path of the De- 
cember 2, 1937 Eclipse which runs from 
just south of Japan past Guam to near 
Southern California. The famous “Panay 
Incident” occurred just ten days after the 


eclipse. When Jupiter made the first majgr 
opposition to the eclipse point in July 1941, § 


the Japs moved into southern Indo-Chimg 
and the present war-crisis commenced, 
Jupiter retrograding back to a stationary 
opposition to the eclipse on February 5th,

Hemisphere Defense 


Note also the path of the December 3, 
1918 Eclipse over Montevideo, capital of 
Uruguay, and Buenos Aires, capital of 
Argentina, where a Pan-American confer. 
ence is scheduled for January. Since the 
Monroe Doctrine was preclaimed December 
2nd, this indicates the importance of thos 
two countries in late January and February 
to the defense and unity of the Hemisphere, 
As both the eclipses are on the Monroe 
Doctrine Sun, there is a close connection 
between the U. S.-Japan Eclipse and 
Argentina-Uruguay. Jupiter in February, 
opposite the Monroe Doctrine Sun & 
favorable, but could produce over-optimism, 
It is well supported, however, by the trine 
of Mercury in mid-January, the trine d 
Venus in early February, and a Mercury 
trine at the end of February. Therefor, 
sextiling the Monroe Doctrine Sun ant 
swinging in and out of a Grand Trine with 
Jupiter, Mercury and Venus, a very co 
cordant period is indicated for hemispheric 
defense. 


Iceland 


Iceland declared herself virtually inde 
pendent of Denmark on December 1, 1918, 
two days before this same 1918 Eclipse, it 
dicating that Iceland is also fatefully bound 
up with our Monroe Doctrine, and the sam 
planetary conditions of February are favor 
able to her. Iceland took a further st 
towards complete independence on 
17, 1941, under the great massing of plane’ 
in Taurus. Uranus stationary at this pois 
in January and February, indicates 
changes she will undergo as an involuntaly 
bastion of our defense.

The May 12, 1706 Total Eclipse over 
Berlin-Danzig-Leningrad occurred just 3 
years after Peter the Great started to build 
his new capital, St, Petersburg (now Lenin- 
grad); three years after the eclipse he won 
the decisive battle of Poltava, which estab- 
lished Russian supremacy over’ Sweden and 
thus over Northeast Europe. Uranus sta- 
tionary at this point on September 1, 1939, 
an hour before the Nazi attack on Poland, 
ie. Danzig, exhibited all the elements of 
surprise for which Uranus is noted. Jupiter 
and Saturn swinging over the same point 
last spring marked the amassing of German 
and Finnish troops which preceded the 
attack on Russia. A total eclipse over a 
city activated by Saturn during 4 period 
when the country in question is at war 
always spells exceptionally heavy pressure 
on the city and the other regions under the 
eclipse-path. Therefore, watch both Berlin 
and Leningrad in late January and Feb- 
ruary, since both have been under severe 
military action since Saturn’s activation 
began last summer. 

The total eclipse of November 19, 1816, 
which grazed Berlin, has been under both 
Saturn and Uranus activation by opposition 
since last Summer and will be under a 
stationary Uranus activation in late Janu- 
ary and February. Its passage over Ru- 
mania’s capital, Bucharest, and Ankara, 
capital of Turkey, indicate heavy pressure 
on these cities. 


Germany 


The January 16th Lunation, which is in 
Grand Trine to Saturn-Uranus and Nep- 
tune, falls conjunct the German Empire 
Sun (January 18, 1871), a configuration 
which holds some extraordinary possibili- 
ties for the Germans.

By knocking out Suez at one end 
of the path and Singapore near the other 
end, the Axis would be well on their way 
to the conquest of India and all of Southern 
Asia. Indeed, Iran granted Britain a 60- 
year Oil Concession two days before this 
eclipse, which therefore foreshadowed the 
oil-fields of the Middle East as the goal of 
Axis strategy and the importance of Suez 
totheir defense. But Saturn’s opposition is 
heavily unfavorable to both Hirohito’s 
Empire and King Emanuel. Since Mars 
squares Mussolini’s Sun—Emmanuel ac- 
ceded on Il Duce’s birthday in 1900—the 
latter part of January is definitely adverse 
for Italy.

Finally, one other Mercury Transit is 
indicated as especially crucial in January 
and February—that of May 11, 1937. 
Burma had become independent of India 
the month previous. This Transit, visible 
over the Indian Ocean and all land adjacent 
from South Africa around in a great arc to 
Australia, indicated the future importance 
of the Burma Road. King George of 
Britain was crowned the following day and 
an Imperial Conference was opened by the 
British two days later, linking this unusual 
Transit with the shipping and supply prob- 
lem which Britain would face in the Indian 
Ocean in feeding and linking her posses- 
sions, most of which lie along the great arc 
of land enclosing the “British Ocean.” 
Saturn activating this Transit area since 
May 27, 1941 (the day of the President’s 
Unlimited Emergéncy Address), has seen 
the Indian Ocean develop as the supply 
route for shipping to Suez, and should 
continue to bring intense shipping activity 
in the Indian Ocean. 

While China’s great leader Chiang Kai- 
shek will have a difficult period in late 
January, due to a Mars opposition his Sun, 
square Pluto, still the trine of Mercury- 
Venus and Jupiter from mid-December— 
when China began to get her first real 
support—until the early part of April, indi- 
cates the most favorable period for China 
since the start of her war. Born October 
10, 1911, China’s Sun makes a Grand Trine 
in Airy Signs. On this same date—10-10 
—the Chinese Double Ten—in 1928, Chi- 
ang ‘started his rule of the Republic. 

Generally speaking, the trine of Mercury, 
Venus and Jupiter at the mid-January 
Lunation promises favorable and harmoni- 
ous developments for a number of countries 
in the following month. But the mid- 
February Lunation, in square to Mars- 
Saturn-Uranus, and with Venus opposite 
Pluto, all in fixed signs, promises explosive 
developments in the month following in 
spite of the Mercury and Jupiter trine as 
an alleviating factor. The tremendous 
campaigns of the spring will gather mo- 
mentum as February gives way to March.

Dear Mr, Hook: 

I received a Jerusalem cherry plant, the 
common name for Solanum pseudo-capsi- 
cum. Could you advise me how to care for 
this plant and its culture?

As these plants are often given by 
people to their friends as gifts at Christ- 
mas time, it is also known as Christmas 


Ty. 

The plant has a dark green surface 

leaf and is filled with globular fruits 
which are scarlet or yellow when ripe, 
and dark green when unripe. The ripe 
ftuits are about the size of a full grown 
cherry. 
For planting, the seeds may be picked 
from well-ripened fruits after the winter 
fruiting season. The branches should be 
cut back to within 2 or 3 inches from the 
main stem. These cuttings may then be 
planted in pots for new plants. 


When the danger of winter frosts are 


over, these plants should be planted in the 
garden, pots and all. Remove from the 
Pots to place in larger ones only as the 
mants grow. Keep well watered at all 
times, and be sure these plants have been 
temoved from the garden before fall frosts. 
By November and December they should 
be well filled with fruits. 

Do not neglect to change the plants to 
larger pots as they grow sufficiently during 

summer. By September, when they are 
taken indoors, they should be in 5 or 6 
inch pots.

Planting Dates 


Crops or plants that produce their yield 
above the soil are to be planted on the 
“increase of the Moon” (New Moon and 
First Quarter), while those that produce 
their yield in the soil are to be planted on 
the decrease of the Moon (Full Moon and 
Last Quarter). Plants that grow from seed 
with a root formation, similar to beans, 
corn, lettuce, oats, peas, sweet-peas and 
marigolds, should be planted when the 
Moon is new or in first quarter. Those that 
produce their crops in the soil and grow 
from a bulb formation, similar to beet, 
carret, potato, radish, tulip and gladiolus, 
should be planted when the Moon is full or 
in last quarter. Plant in last quarter only 
if necessary, as it is not considered the best 
time for planting. 

The time given is “Eastern Standard 
Time.”

Gardening For Fun 


Is there a secret in having a good gar- 
den? No, not if you plant a Moon-Phase 
im and Sign-Planted Garden.

plowing or spading is a very necessary 
operation to allow the moisture to get well 
down into the soil. This deep plowing also 
brings new soil to the surface of the garden. 
‘Frequent hoeing or cultivation is neces- 
to destroy the weeds and retain 
moisture in the soil. Weeds very often use 
more moisture from the soil than the plants 
do, thus the plants suffer from lack of 
moisture. As weeds are breeding places 
for insects and plant diseases, be sure to 
oy them. 
Frequent cultivation destroys many un- 
found insects, and the loose top soil 












vhea ps to prevent moisture evaporating when 
not soil cracks open due to very hot weather. 
s There is nothing quite so good for fer- 





lzets as animal manures. With this type 
of a fertilizer you are adding humus to the 
sil. This acts as a sponge and absorbs 
moisture, holding it for the plants’ needs. 














When you do not have the necessary 
manure for fertilizing the soil, it is neces- 
sary to use artificial fertilizer, such as 
5-7-5, for most garden crops. 

‘A humus or compost pile in the back 
corner of a garden, on which all lawn cut- 
tings, weeds, leaves, etc., are piled to rot,» 
will provide much needed humus for the 
garden. The addition of slacked lime to 
the compost pile is of great help in keeping 
the compost alkaline. Sifted coal ashes 
may be used in place of the lime. This 
may be applied in heavy coats, or may be 
mixed with the compost at the time of 
scattering over the garden. Do not mix 
lime or ashes with animal manures. 

If you have chickens, sifted coal ashes in 
the chicken house give them needed lime 
for well shelled eggs. By removing the 
ashes from the chicken house about every 
other week (this may be used fora garden 
fertilizer), you will have a much cleaner 
place for the chickens. No doubt fertilizers 
will cost more money this year, so it is up 
to us to do what we can to utilize the 
fertilizers we have on hand. 

Please bear in mind, that artificial or 
commercial] fertilizers do not supply the 
soil with humus, so in dry soil these do 
not help plant growth. With commercial 
fertilizers, we must be careful not to use it 
too strong, as an overdose does harm.

The major aspects afflicting this country 
hinge on the natal and progressed Moon in 
the U. S. chart, and the progressed Moon 
closely conjunct progressed Uranus and 
opposition Neptune in the Great Mutation 
chart. All month the natal Moon in the 
first chart is. besieged by squares from 
Mars, Saturn and Uranus; the retrogade 
Mercury is conjunct this natal Moon from 
the ist to 7th of the month, while the new 
Moon of the 15th also falls in conjunction 
with it. The progressed Moon is parallel 
Saturn and semi-square Pluto. The Moon 
always represents the people as a mass— 
the public, population—reaching from the 
highest to the lowest; and in these two 
charts (U. S. and G. M.), the pressure 
centers principally on 5th house affairs as 
the natal Moon and natal Uranus are in 
that house in both charts. Perhaps the 
most essential quality of the 5th house is 
that of creative power. That is, the ability 
(or lack of ability) to manifest desires and 
ambitions, especially as they relate to 
fundamental human needs: i. e., the pres- 
ervation (shelter, food, clothing) and con- 
tinuity (reproduction) of life, love, and 
the basic strength (including training, 
discipline, education) with which to fight 
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off the evils besetting such growth. It 
indicates the inherent possibility of draw- 
ing from hidden sources new ways, atts, 
methods, sciences of expanding life in 
way, and, obversely, the capacity to raid 
out and present to the public any creative 
idea when it has materialized. In all thes 
Sth house matters the element of pride is 
very strong as well as a feeling of elegance 
and beauty. The natal Moon in this hous 
in the U. S. chart gives a valuable clue to 
“the more abundant life” that the people 
have worked so manfully to express ovet 
the past century and a half. 

In this month of February, however, 
there may be such pressure and conflict 
over all the above matters that the prob 
lem is whether the natural processes of 
life will be able to go ahead on any sort dl 
normal lines or not. The-depredations and 
ruthlessness of foreign enemies may call 
the greatest alarm and may incite such i 
tense feeling, bitterness and resentment that 
the preservation and continuity of the 
American Ideal is momentarily challenged. 
It is, in fact, challenged to the extent that 
tremendous changes, adjustments, revisions 
will be still further necessary in the eo 
nomic, financial, labor and living conditions 
of the people; but these in turn may be the 
vital means by which to make certail 
future progress and security. At preset 
there is an ominous sense of being 
to death; of being caught in a trap of 
mic circumstance, of being pawns m# 
game. Living conditions of all kind 
may bear the brunt of these dislocations, 
and among the more pressing problems# 
fresh wave of inflation could be outstan 
ing. Home owners and renters, the pag 
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of food stuffs, clothes and all necessities 
generally, may be hard hit with the re- 
quirements of increasing budgets to cover 
the cost of war. Taxes will again be a 
prominent feature of consideration, going 
up in a spiral that leaves the average earner 
aghast. The events of this month could be 
a prelude to a gigantic change in wages and 
hours. 

Violent changes in the weather may be 
a notable factor in disturbed conditions; 
extreme cold may alternate with freak 
storms and high gales. Feverish diseases 
may spread. Any fire hazard should have 
especial protection. Accidents to aviation 
may be very severe; electro-magnetic cur- 
rents may affect all communications ad- 
versely. Sun spots may be most unusual. 

In the Great Mutation chart, Mars is 
transiting the 7th house, conjunct the 
progressed Sun and squaring the natal 
Mercury and Neptune in Aquarius in the 
4th; the transiting Venus and Mercury 
(retrograde) conjunct those natal planets 
in Aquarius as well as the Sun, which of 
course stimulates the square to Mars still 
further. In the Jupiter-Uranus conjunc- 
tion chart of May 7, 1941 (a strongly 
inflationary signal), Mars also transits the 
7th house, conjuncting the stellium of 
planets in Taurus but squaring its own 
place in that chart where Venus and 
Mercury now hover. Thus, a whirlwind of 
cyclonic proportions sweeps in through the 
7th house door from abroad as the world 
is caught by’ gigantic forces that seem 
destined to erase lives, property or cur- 
tency values, incomes and industry. The in- 
tensity of the actual conflict seems to take 
place anywhere from the Mediterranean 
and Egypt east through Australia, includ- 
ing of course India, China and the Dutch 
East Indies, This will be a titanic struggle 
of life or death for nations and peoples, and 
the arch protagonists at this time appear 
to be Hitler and Stalin. In both their 
charts Mars is in Taurus in the 7th house. 
Hitler has Sun and Venus, while Stalin has 
Neptune and Pluto in Taurus. Saturn and 
Uranus have almost finished the current 
transit of that sign and now the transiting 
Mars hurtles through; this looks very much 
4s if these two dictators were locked in a 









death struggle, or bound together by fate 
in meeting a common enemy, which might 
be named Annihilation. In Stalin’s chart, 
“peace” of any kind is not in sight at this 
time, and by (or before) April he may 
execute another coup that would definitely 
weaken the German forces. In the Hitler 
chart, the square to Saturn on his mid- 
heaven shows the greatest danger to his 
career that he has yet faced. The charts of 
Germany and Russia show the possibility 
of extraordinary destruction to lives and 
property, and while 1942 may be more 
disastrous to Stalin personally, the U.S.S.R. 
as a whole may get through more easily 
than the German people; it could be a 
terrible year for them. Japan, as was also 
the case last March, is still under the heel 
of Germany, and Mars is likely to crush it. 
The Emperor may be exposed to great 
danger. England (with the exception of the 
Neptunian affliction from which both that 
country and the United States suffer) is in 
a strategic position in February, and evi- 
dently able to force the issue on a wide 
front and in various sectors; however, some 
confusion in regard to objectives may pre- 
vent all out action at present. 


The full Moon of the Ist in the 12th 
degree of Aquarius-Leo, falls in the 2nd and 
8th houses, square Mars on the cusp of the 
Sth. Jupiter, the ruler (Sagittarius rising) , 
just turning direct after being retrogade for 
four months, is in the 6th house trine the 
Sun and Venus, and sextile the Moon. This 
Jupiter feature is by far the most favorable 
indice in the chart, but as Jupiter is sta- 
tionary conjunct the progressed Uranus in 
the U. S. chart, and will move on to the 
conjunction of Mars, the usual pleasant 
attributes of the “Greater Benefic” may 
take on an excitable, resentful quality that 
arouses much antagonism. The aspects 
show, however, that health generally will 
be benefited, possibly by scientific discoy- 
eries and reform methods in diet, medicine 
or working conditions. Some change in 
medical laws may take place featuring the 
institutional angle and certainly helpful 
financially. Pensions or social security may 
be extended. While there is a good deal of 
discontent and arguments over \actual work 
turned out, wages should be excellent and 
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the defense program may expand consid- 
erably; aviation may show spectacular 
gains in production. The people as a 
whole are putting a united shoulder to the 
wheel with terrific vim. The needs of 
foreign nations will be keenly pressed, es- 
pecially those with which this nation has 
lease-lend commitments. Transportation of 
any defense materials, men or ships may 
be, badly hampered up to the 22nd. Enemy 
torpedoes or bombs may cause plenty of 
excitement, and much nearer these shores 
than is comfortable. 

By the time of the new Moon on Feb. 
15th, the pounding of the enemy may be 
so loud that the whole nation springs to 
greater alertness. The lunation is in the Ist 
house, conjunct the natal Moon in the U. S. 
chart; Venus and Mercury are also rising. 
This group squares Mars, Saturn and 
Uranus in the 4th house; Saturn being 
ruler of the people (1st house) and Mars 
ruler of the midheaven. Pluto is in the 
7th closely opposing Venus. Our Allies ap- 
pear to need tremendous reinforcements of 
all kinds, and at least one of them may 
be in great danger, but by heroic measures 
could escape—probably around the 23rd. 
The Red Cross may be called for unusual 
service in this crucial hour, either through 
convulsions of hature (storms, earth- 
quakes) or through extensive sabotage in 
any industrial or manufacturing plant, in 
any phase of defense (water power, elec- 
tricity, transportation centers or bases), or 
any mining operations, coal or metals. 
Social life, amusements, spending, may 
have a fine pickup around this ‘period. 
Benefits of all kinds may produce money, 
support and fine publicity for worthy 
causes. Philanthropic institutions may re- 
ceive fresh assistance, but promises for 
future aid may not be worth much. 


FULL MOON 
Feb. 1 to 8 


’ The full Moon of the Ist brings to a head 
difficulties and conflicts not easily solved, as 
the Moon opposes Sun and Venus, squares 
Mars and Saturn, while Mars parallels 
Saturn.
